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THE DECLINE IN DOMESTIC FLAX- 
SEED. 


The fact that contract grades of flax- 
seed sold last week on the Chicago 
Board of Trade at 64%c.—the lowest 
price known there since the opening of 
the Exchange—is worthy of comment. 
On its face this indicates a dearth of 
confidence, which may or may not be 
well founded, 

No doubt the large surplus on hand 
in Western depositories on Aug. 1 has 
exerted a potent influence. The com- 
bined stocks at Chicago, Duluth and 
Minneapolis at the commencement of 
the crop year 1895-6 were not a tithe of 
what still remained available at its 
close. The inquiry on foreign account 
had been languid until midsummer, and 
the absorption of 2,500,000 bushels of 
old seed bids fair to prove a problem 
requiring some time for its solution. 
There is no more certain method of 
breaking a market than the accumula- 
tion of a plethora of supplies, and a 
market which breaks through its own 
weight is usually one of the slowest tu 
recuperate. 

The Chicago market closed in July 
at T0@70'4 cents, with predictions of an 
increased pr >portional yield on a di- 
minished acreage. Reports from all 
sections of the flax belt agreed on this 
fundamental point, although presenting 
no little discrepancy in their estimates 
of the actual amount of the prospective 
yield. These reports no doubt exerted 
influence which effectively supple- 
mented that exerted by the presence 
of stocks which were regarded as more 
than ample for consumptive require- 
ments for some time to come. 

If reports from the West are to be 
credited, exporters saw in thig situa- 
tion an opportunity which had long 
been lacking. They bought with some 
freedom in July, but with an advance 
in ocean freights began to clamor for 
lower prices. Then came reports of 
damage to the Russian crop, and prices 
at Chicago and Duluth stiffened slight- 
ly. But there soon intervened some 
doubt as to the authenticity of these re- 
ports, and in the absence of any urgent 
home demand the market again weak- 
ened, until, as has been said, it reached 
a point which a few years ago would 


have been regarded as unattainably 
low. Western crushers are generally 


supposed to be fairly well supplied with 
oil, and are said to be buying cautious- 
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ly. Future deliveries have sympathized 
with cash seed, and the result has been 
a shrinkage of quotations all along the 
line, and sales on ’Change have been 
moderate for the season. 

Per contra, the withdrawals from 
store at both Chicago and Duluth seem 
to be steadily increasing, and liberal 
engagements of vessel room are report- 
ed for both Great Britain and the Con- 
tinent. This can scarcely continue long 
without inducing a change in the out- 
look, so far as prices of flaxseed are 
concerned. 

Especially does this seem probable in 
view of the fact that the Southwestern 
crop has fallen below expectations as 
regards both quantity and quality. At 
present the future of the domestic mar- 
ket for flaxseed appears to depend upon 
two contingencies—the extent of the ex- 
port demand and the character and vol- 
ume of the Northwestern crop.

THE WINDOW GLASS SITUATION. 


The second attempt of the window 
glass manufacturers and workers to 
agree on a wage scale for the coming 
fire was made on Tuesday, and failed. 
Until some agreement is reached noth- 
ing will probably be heard of the re- 
cent proposal of the manufacturers to 
form a combination that shall include 
all of the factories, and market their 
product through one selling agency. 
The largest item of cost is wages, and 
they must be settled first. It will be 
remembered that for the fire of 1894- 
1895 the workers accepted a reduction, 
owing to a change in the tariff. They 
agreed on twenty-two and _ one-half 
per cent. off the list. For the fire of 
1895-1896 they demanded an advance 
of seven and one-half per cent., which 
the manufacturers granted, as the in- 
dustry was in a healthy condition and 
the outlook for the coming fire was 
very promising. For the fire of 1896- 
1897 the manufacturers demand a re- 
turn to the scale established for the fire 
of 1804-1805. 

The past season in the American 
window glass industry has not. been 
satisfactory to the factories, in spite of 
the fact that they have been working 
in practical harmony. They started un- 
der favorable auspices, stocks being 
small, both in their hands and in the 
hands of the trade. The demand was 
good, and promised to continue, as 
building overations on a large scale 
had been projected throughout the 
country. Labor troubles in Belgium 
had interfered with the purchase of 
glass in that country, and the jobbers 
showed a willingness to give prefer- 
ence to American glass, provided they 
could come to satisfactory terms with 
the manufacturers. Arrangements were 
perfected satisfactory to all concerned, 
and the season commenced, but the 
anticipated demand did not materialize, 
and by the end of 1895 a large over- 
production was staring the makers in 
the face. They were obliged to close 
down for six weeks from January 11 





of this year, and draw their fires 
May 1, instead of June 1, the’ usual 
time. When they saw their profits 


dwindling they commenced to cut down 
the profits of the jobbers, in order to 
recoup themselves to some extent, if 
possible. The jobbers naturally re- 
sented any abrogation of the agreement 
by which they were handling the proid- 
uct of the American factories in pref- 
erence to that of the Belgium, but to 
no purpose. The manufacturers further 
irritated the jobbers by the manner in 
which they filled the jobbers’ orders, 
giving the latter any assortment they 
chose to, rather than what was ordered. 
That they might make their usual 
profit on the handling of glass, the 
jobbers turned to Belgium once more, 
and the following tal!2 of imports 
shows with what effect. The figures 
are the total importations into the 
United States for the fiscal years July 
1 to June, 1894-1895, and 1895-1896:

It will be observed that the figures 
for the last six months of 1895 were 





behind those for the same period of 
1894, but the importations began to 
increase by comparison in January, 
and they showed a marked difference 
each month thereafter. The year which 
closed July 1 they were over 30 per 
cent. greater than the preceding year, 
the increase having resulted during the 
first six months of 1896. 

The jobbers were favored by the set- 
tlement of the labor difficulties in Bel- 
gium, and by a desire on the part of 
the Belgian makers to increase their 
sales in the American markets. Fur- 
thermore, the Belgians have always 
filled orders in any assortment that the 
importers might order. The American 
manufacturers were handicapped in 
competition with the French glass by 
the difference of fifty cents in the first 
two brackets, between the French and 
American lists, the latter being the 
higher. Nearly half of the popular 
sizes do not run above the second 
bracket, To make matters worse, in 
the spring they advanced their prices 
twenty cents net per box on the fol- 
lowing sizes: In single, 11x14, 14x17 
and 16x20; in double, 16x24. This was 
about the last straw, and it intensified 
the feeling between themand the job- 
bers, many of whom, rather than order 
American glass, when out of certain 
sizes, are to-day filling orders at the 
same price from their stock of French. 

The outlook is certainly not very en- 
couraging for the majority of the home 
inanufacturers, who are blessed with 
a duty of one hundred and one per 
cent., which is equivalent to about one 
hundred and twenty-five per cent. by 
the time the importer has paid his 
freight and insurance. Stocks in their 
hands are large, but they are poorly 
assorted. As we stated above, they 
cannot come to any agreement before 
the wage question is settled, and it 1s 
doubtful if they can then. The largest 
manufacturer refuses to be a party to 
any agreement, and others hold aloof, 
not wishing to help to carry the smaller 
manufacturers. The trouble with the 
American window glass industry is 
overproduction, caused, to a large ex- 
tent, by the factories in the gas belt 
of Indiana, which sprung up like mush- 
rooms in a night, and to, in some meas- 
sure, a lack of progressiveness in the 
methods of production. At the pres- 
ent moment the workingmen stand in 
the way of any improvement, and they 
will probably find it necessary to ac- 
eept the terms of the manufacturers, 
who even at the present moment can- 
not compete with French glass.

THE ADVANCE IN PIG LEAD, 

The recent advance of about one- 
eighth of a cent per pound in the price 
of pig lead, is not regarded by the con- 
Sumers of that metal as of special sig- 
nificance beyond marking the recovery, 
to that extent, from the abnormally 
low price which was reached in the 
preceding decline. This decline was not 
warranted by the existing conditions 
affecting the lead market, as a whole, 
although there had been an increase of 
production during the first half of the 
year more than equivalent to any 
growth of consumption. The break 
was, however, forced mainly by the 
stringency of money and the necessity 
felt by refiners to realize on a portion 
of their stock. To meet this necessity 
they were compelled to yield somewhat 
in price, in order to induce consuming 
industries to buy with any freedom, 
and the prices accepted represented a 
loss on the cost of the product at the 
price which had been paid for the base 
metal. The freer exports of Mexican 
refined in bond to meet an increased 
demand in Europe, has had a somewhat 
strengthening tendency here, although 
it has afforded no relief to the domestic 
stock, and the latter has had no spe- 
cially favorable influence operating in 
its behalf, beyond a temporary curtail- 
ment of production resulting from local 
troubles at some of the mines. The 
rise in price, therefore, is mainly at- 
tributable to the ability of refiners to 
lift the market up to what may be re- 
garded as nearer its normal level— 
that ig to say, to the point at which 
they can get out whole. 

In writing upon this subject some 
weeks ago we expressed the belief that 
the ultimate tendency of lead must be 
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toward higher prices, as a consequence 
of diminishing and more costly produc- 
tion. These conditions, however, do not 
appear to have asserted themselves as 
yet. On the contrary, the production of 
lead from American ores during the first 
half of 1896 was about fifteen per cent. 
above that of the same period last year, 
and, as the last six months are the per- 
iod of heaviest production, an output of 
over 200.000 tons, is anticipated for the 
current year, against 160,000 in 1895. 
The falling off in receipts from Mexican 
and British Columbian ores has been 
trifling compared with this increase, and 
the consuming demand, unless it has a 
decided improvement during the next 
three months, will hardly keep pace with 
the production. The cost of mining and 
smelting has also been reduced, espe- 
cially at the Missouri mines, by the 
adoption of changed methods and more 
extended operations. At the same time 
some of these ores run very low in lead, 
and it is admitted that even the present 
prices are not remunerative, and the 
operations of the mines producing only 
lead ores is continued simply as the les- 
ser of two evils. The loss to the miners 
from shutting down and permitting 
their mines to become flooded is greater 
than that entailed by running at as near 
cost as are the present prices of the 
metal. For this reason, except under 
such pressure to realize as lately existed, 
an advancing rather than a declining 
market is looked for, and a demand to- 
day for a thousand tons of lead would 
produce something akin to a boom, so 
sensitive is the market to any signe of 
improvement, and so urgent the neces- 
sity of refiners and smelterg to get a 
better profit than they have been able 
to make for some months past, or are, 
even now, obtaining. 
em 


THE SITUATION IN ALCOHOL, 


At the close of the last distilling 
season, when the cattle were sold or 
turned out to graze, and the distillers 
ceased operations, an unusually large 
stock of spirits and alcohol was held by 
the distilleries. At the commencement 
of last season, when the agreement be- 
tween the _ distilling interests was 
signed, it was understood that the out- 
put should be the product of 35,000 
bushels per day,which was a trifle under 
the average daily requirements of the 
country when trade is fairly active. 
Events proved that the probable con- 
sumption had been overestimated, hence 
it was inevitable that there would be 
a large stock at the close of the season 
unless the production was curtailed to 
some extent. The distilleries, however, 
continued to run pretty well up to their 
allotted capacity to the end of the 
Season. With large stocks on hand, 
corn at the lowest price it had ever 
reached, and a large crop in sight, and 
the price for cattle unsatisfactory, it 
was deemed advisable to dispose of a 
portion of the surplus of spirits and 
alcohol, but in order to tempt buyers 
the price was lowered one cent per proof 
gallon on three seperate occasions, dur- 
ing July and August, and sales are 
claimed to have been effected at a loss. 
Be that as it may, the desired result 
was obtained, and on Monday last an 
advance of one cent per proof gallon 
was announced. One result of the cut- 
ting was the practical disappearance 
from this market of all of what have 
been generally known as independent 
distillers, leaving the field, temporarily 
at least, to the American Spirits Man- 
ufacturing Co, and its Eastern distrib- 
utor, the American Distributing Co. 
Indeed, it has been hinted, with some 
reason of truth, we believe, that the 
former concern inaugurated the cut 
with the view of securing to itself the 
position in trade which it believes itself 
entitled to, on account of its enormous 
producing capacity. Stocks now on 
hand are considered sufficient to meet 
the ordinary demands of trade, based 
on the sales of the past six months, 
until the distilleries commence opera- 
tions, November lst, but should the de- 
mand show any material increase dur- 
ing the next two months there may be 
a slight shortage. 

Whether there will be an agreement 
the coming season similar to that of 
last Autumn will depend on several 
things. Corn at twenty cents never 
was so low, and the crop is a large 
one. The methods of production have 
been materially improved, resulting in 
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a. decrease in the cost to the distiller, 
and with numerous economies in the 
management of the largest producer of 
spirits, it now finds itself in a position to 
assume a more safely aggressive p0- 


sition in the trade than it has occu- 
pied in times past. It is therefore pro- 
bable that while it may be willing to 


come to some agreement with its larg- 
est competitors, having for its object 
a curtailment of the production to the 
probable wants of the consumers, which 
would have the effect of guaranteeing 
a steady market and remunerative 
prices, the terms of such an agreement 
will probably be such as the American 
Spirits Manufacturing Co. is willing to 
make. In other words, there is every 
evidence that the company 
to make a bid for all of the trade it 
can possibly secure at a profit on 1¢s 
product. It is possible that the market 
may become steadier and even ad- 
vance a little as the time approaches 
for the distilleries to resume operations, 
as it is conceded that even at the pres- 
ent price of corn spirits and alcohol 
are too cheap. At present prices there 
is no opportunity for the molasses prod- 
uct to compete with grain alcohol.

CASH DISCOUNTS ON PROPRIE- 
TARY GOODS. 


Some months ago a prominent pro- 
prietary concern of this city issued a 
new list on its rebated preparations, 
making the cash discount 5 per cent. 
ten days, on any quantity from one 
dozen upward. The company had not 
anticipated that this increase of cash 
discount would interfere with the 
operations of the rebate plan, and was 
therefore surprised to receive, shortly 
after the terms went into effect, a pro- 
test from some of the jobbing trade, 
who found their competitors dividing 
the cash discount with the retailers, in 
excess of the cash discount regularly 
allowed in proprietary goods in their 
territory. The matter also became the 
subject of correspondence with the 
chairman of the Proprietary Commit- 
tee, and when the company realized to 
what an extent the change might dis- 
turb the established discounts to the 
retail trade, even though these dis- 
counts varied in different sections of 
the country, it entered into correspond- 
ence with jobbers generally, requesting 
an expression of their views upon the 
whole question. As a result, it was as- 
certained that while the usual discount 
to the retail trade in the East is 1 per 
cent., in the West 1% is the established 
allowance, and in the South 2 per cent. 
is the customary rate. As the margin 
between the discount allowed by the 
jobber and what he received on those 
goods was widest in the East, it is not 
surprising that the complaints of a di- 
vision of the discount were most numer- 
ous from that section, and that there 
were also the strongest protests against 
a continuance of terms which could be 
taken advantage of in the way of 
eovert violations of the rebate plan. 
The general sentiment, however, was 
that the difficulty could best be met by 
making the contract read that no 
greater cash discount should be al- 
lowed by the jobber than was ordinar- 
ily given on proprietary goods in the 
territory to which each contract ap- 
plied, and the company modified its 
terms and its contract to meet this sug- 
gestion. In doing this it also reduced 
its own cash discount to 2 per cent., 
and its new contract provides that in 
no case shall the cash discount exceed 
that percentage, at the same time re- 
stricting it to such smaller amount as 
may conform to the custom of the trade 
in any particular locality. 


The result is a significant commentary 
upon the inability of the jobbing trade 
to control their own members in the 
matter of terms and prices, and shows 
how absolutely essential the rebate 
plan and its strict enforcement are to 
the maintenance of living profits on 
proprietary goods. The increased cash 
discount offered in this instance afford- 
ed a considerable additional profit to 
those who were able to take advantage 
of it, and might reasonably have been 
retained by them for their own benefit. 
But its very prompt employment by 
some of the number as a bait for trade

REASONS FOR THE BREAK IN 
CASTOR OIL. 


The decline in castor oil during the 
past week, while amounting to but half 
a cent a pound, was quite unexpected 
in view of the controllable position in 
which that product was supposed to 
have been placed. The corporation in 
which eight of the mills—all that existed 
at the time it was formed, we believe— 
wee stockholders, was understood to 
have sO apportioned the sales that 
whether more or less of them were 


®perated was immaterial to the own- 
ers of the individual properties. There 
was, therefore, no element of compe- 
tition which should have led to any 


break in prices, or to such competition 
for beans as should lead to any disturb- 
ance. It appears, however, that the 
single outsider has not been altogether 
tractable, and it is possible that its oc- 
casional cuts have not been without 
their influence in bringing about the 
recent reduction, even if they do not 
precipitate a further decline. The chief 
makers do not attribute the decline to 
this cause, but rather to the lower cost 
of beans, the domestic supply of which 
promises to be ample for the coming 
season’s requirements. Last year there 
was a deficiency which had to be met 
by imports, while this year’s domestic 
crop will probably more than equal the 
demand for consumption. In the mean 
time the price of beans has gone down 
from $1.50 to $1.30, and at the present 
ime it is stated that they can be bought 
at very close to $1. This figure, how- 
ever, is below what is regarded as their 
value, and there is no reason why the 
price of the oil should be affected to any 
considerable extent. It is at present at 
a sufficiently low price to maintain the 
consumptive demand at its full volume, 
and competition should be so well con- 
trolled that even with some competition 
the pressers need not sacrifice the fair 
margin of profit there is in the business. 
Whether the extremely low prices of 
other oils which compete in some meas- 
ure with castor oil in its industrial 
uses has any influence upon the mar- 
ket not appear, but there is no 
reason evident for this feature produc- 
ing any decided decline, and, so far as 
we can discover, none is anticipated.

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THE PETROLEUM FIELDS REPORT 


the 
operations 


The monthly report made by 
‘couts of the development 
in the various petroleum-producing 
lields during the month of August 
confirms the estimates made during the 
month of the probable extent of the re- 
duction in wells completed and in new 
production. Both the Pennsylvania and 
Vhio fields show a decrease in com- 
p.eted work and production, and also 
a further decrease in new development 
work under way at the close of the 
month. The decrease in new produc- 
tion may be expected to be made mani- 
fest in the monthly g¢etatistical report, 
but thus far there has been no materi- 
al reduction in the daily pipe-line re- 
ports of the runs. The smaller number 
of wells drilling and rigs in course of 
erection naturally lead to the conclu- 
sion that the results of operations dur- 
ing the current month will show a 
further falling off in completed work 
and new production, and as each suc- 
ceeding report comes of a decidedly 
bullish tenor its effect on the market 
may be expected to be more  pro- 
nounced. Already the market has re- 
sponded to the bullish influence of the 
field report, and the opinion ig freely 
expressed that there will be no increase 
in field activity until prices again reach 
$1.50 per barrel. This figure, the pro- 
ducers feel confident, will soon be 
reached, as the requirements for home 
consumption and for export are in- 
creasing. That it will require a con- 
siderable increase in the price of the 
product to induce more active prosecu- 
tion of field work is probable from the 
fact that the average production has 


during August being smaller than for 
many months. It is claimed that even 
at present prices the business does not 
pay. 

In the Pennsylvania fields, including 
New York, West Vir;ivia and south- 
eastern Ohio, 630 wells were completed 
during August, which is a decrease of 
ninety-nine. The production of these 
wells at the close of the month was 
7,430 barrels, showing a decrease of 
3,071 barrels. The percentage of dry 
holes was somewhat smaller than dur- 
ing the month preceding, but there was 
a smaller proportion of wells of large 
production, and the average of the 
August wells was smaller, being only 
eleven and five-eighths barrels, while 
that of the July wells was nearly four- 
teen and one-quarter barrels. The num- 
ber of wells drilling at the close of the 
month was 624, which is a decrease of 
sixteen. The number of rigs in course 
of construction was 360, showing a de- 
crease of twenty-one, and making the 
decrease in new development work un- 
der way thirty-seven wells. 

In the Ohio fields 336 wells were com-~ 
pleted during August, which is a de- 
crease of sixty. Of these, thirty-five 
were dry, about the same proportion as 
in July. The production of the August 
wells at the close of the month was 
6,175 barrels, showing a decrease of 
730 barrels. The average production 
was nearly one barrels larger, being 
eighteen and three-eighths barrels. The 
number of wells drilling at the close of 
the month was 251, which is a decrease 
of thirty. The number of rigs in course 
of erection was 106, being a decrease 
of twenty-five, making the total de- 
crease of new work under way fifty-five 
wells. 

In the Indiana fields, 121 wells were 
completed during August, of which 
nineteen proved to be unproductive, The 
production of the new wells at the close 
of the month was 2,650 barrels, which 
shows an increase of 315 barrels, and 
the average productiun per well was 
twenty-one and nine-tenths barrels, 
which is an increase of one and one- 
quarter barrels. The number of wells 
drilling at the close of the month was 
fifty-three, showing a decrease of 
thirty-five. The number of rigs 
in course of construction was 
thirty-two, which is a decrease of 
twenty, and makes the total decrease 
of new work under way fifty-five wells. 

Taking all the fields together, there 
were completed during August 1,096 
wells, which is a decrease of 151 wells. 
Of these, 205 were dry. The production 
of the August wells was 16,255 barrels, 
showing a decrease of 3,386 barrels. 
The average production of the August 
wells was a little less than fourteen 
and seven-eighths barrels. The num- 
ber of wells drilling at the end of the 
month was 928, which is a decrease of 
eighty-one. The number of rigs in 
course of construction was 498, showing 
a decrease of sixty-six, and makes the 
total decrease of new work under way 
147 wells.

MORE LIGHT ON THE N, W. D. A. 
SOUVENIR. 


A member of the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association, whose at- 
tention was first drawn to the _ real 
character of the proposed “souvenir” 
of that organization by our editorial 
comments, has sent as a copy of the 
authorization given the publisher by 
the chairman of the Board of Control. 
We are very glad to receive this docu- 
ment, which we had not before seen, 
and we also cheerfully make room for 
it in these columns, since its language 
clearly shows that in our previous re- 
marks we have unjustly thrown upon 
Mr. Weller a measure of responsibility 
which should not be charged to him. It 
appears, from his letter, that he simply 
lent his approval to what had already 
been sanctioned by the president and 
secretary of the association, although, 
with, perhaps, less discretion than they, 
he put himself on record in a manner 
that fixes the action upon him more 
naturally than upon the other officials, 
or his associates in the Board of Con- 
trol. It will be seen, however, that the 








project hag the approval of the entire 
board, and it, therefore, bears official 
stamp to the full extent that the presi- 
dent, secretary and five members of the 
Board of Control are empowered to be- 
stow it upon any such enterprise. The 
authorization reads as follows: 
(Copy.) 
“Omaha, Neb., Jan, 22, ’96. 

“To Whom it May Concern: 

“This is to certify that Mr. D. J. De 
Long has authority from the president 
and secretary of the N. W. D. A., which 
is also approved by the Board of Con- 
trol, to publish a souvenir book for the 
benefit of the N. W. D. A. 

“While not acquainted with Mr. De 
Leng personally, we think, from what 
we have heard of the gentleman, that 
any statement he may make in regard 
to the proposed souvenir will be car- 
ried out to the letter. Yours, 

(Signed) “Cc. F. WELLER.” 

Referring to this, our correspondent, 
to whom we are indebted for the letter, 
has this to say: 

“On the strength of Mr. Weller’s let- 
ter, and P. & W. and other arvertisers, 
we ‘dropped in,’ which, upon reflection, 
does not savor of having been a good 
thing to do. But, as he (the canvasger) 
had photos of all the officers, and as 
we took it to be an official publication, 
we went in without further parley.” 

Doubtiess many who have been led 
to indorse the scheme by advertising 
patronage or by their personal photo- 
graphs have done it in the same un- 
thinking way, upon the impression of 
its official character which the jetter 
of authority conveyed Indeed, as be- 
tween the publisher and the “innocent 
third party,” the publication is un- 
doubtedly an official utterance of the 
N. W. D. A., the question of the right 
of the officials to grant such authority 
being one for the association to con- 
sider later on. In the mean time, it 
is unquestionably committed by the acts 
of its officers to the paternity of the 
scheme. 

The letter of Mr. Weller also puts 
the souverir in a different light from 
what was shed upon it by the explana- 
tions of the publisher’s representatives. 


They have not, we believe, openly 
claimed that it was in any way “for 
the benefit of the N. W. D. A.,” but, 


when forced to expianation, have mis- 
led us into supposing that the officers 
who had given the authority of the as- 
sociation had done so simply from an 
amiable disposition to help an enterpris- 
ing publisher win out at the expense 
of the manufacturers and proprietors, 
who are always ready to aid any en- 
terprise that is backed by their friends 
in the jobbing trade. This does not 


|, seem to bear out the good opinion of 


the publisher which the officers evi- 
dently entertained, and which ig ex- 
pressed py Mr. Weller’s statement that 
“any statement he may make in re- 
gard to the proposed souvenir will be 
carried out to the letter.” Not to do 
Mr. De Long injustice, however, it is 
possible that these occasional explana- 
tions by his representatives as to the 
real financial beneficiaries of the scheme 
have not correctly represented his in- 
tentions. To just what extent the 
“souvenir” is to be “for the benefit of 
the N. W. D. A.” does not appear, but 
doubtless its percentage was carefully 
looked after by the Board of Control 
when it met to consider the subject. 
We do not desire to criticize the acts 
of the board ‘tn conjunction with the 
other officers, but it seems to us that 
an equal amount of money might have 
been realized by direct appeal for con- 
tributions to those who will give ad- 
vertising support to the “souvenir.” 
We are familiar with the reasoning of 
the enterprising women who institute 
church fairs, that it is good policy to 
spend $250 in realizing a net profit of 
$37.50, because the allurements of the 
“bazaar” make it possible to pull the 
masculine leg of the congregation for 
$287.50, when ordinary direct appeals 
would not realize over $25. But we do 
not think this form of reasoning ap- 
Dlicable to an effort to “benefit the N. 
W. D. A.” Its friends among proprietors 
and jobbers have on many occasions 
shown their generous disposition 
toward the jobbers, and if the associa- 
tion, of which they are _ themselves 


members, had needed aid, it would have 











been forthcoming on a direct appeal. 
The Reporter, as an honorary member 
of the association, would gladly have 
contributed to such a purpose, and we 
are confident our sentiment is the pre- 
vailing one. By the way, what were the 
association’s needs, so far back as Jan. 
22? The Park suit had not then been 
instituted, nor was it anticipated; and 
it was generally supposed that ample 
provision had been made for all run- 
ning expenses that could be foreseen, 
or for such extraordinary expenditures 
as might be incurred. If the object is 
simply to have a plethoric treasury at 
the close of the present administra- 
tion, we cannot feel that the desire, 
however laudible it might be, should 
have adopted the “house organ’ meth- 
od for its realization. However, the 
whole matter will doubtless be explained 
satisfactorily to the members and their 
contributing friends at the forthcoming 
meeting at Philadelphia.

Messrs. Schieffelin & Co. have been 
appointed sole agents in the United 
States for the Johann Maria Farina 
cologne. 


The production of refined lead in this 
country during the first six months of 
1896, as reported by Special Agent 
Kirchoff, of the United States Geological 
Survey, was 130,696 net tons, against 
105,970 for the first half of last year. 
Of this amount 109,592 tons were desil- 
verized lead and 21,108 soft lead. The 
last item does not include ores and con- 
centrates handleqd by the refining works. 
The apparent home consumption for the 
first half of this year was 106,932, 
against 241,892 tons for the year of 
1895. 


The George H. Taylor Company, 
Chicago, one of the largest paper 
houses in the West, failed on Aug. 29, 
the First National Bank taking pos- 
session. The bank holds a trust chat- 
tel mortgage for $17,500, and other 
mortgages, aggregating $40,000, 
have been given. No statement has 
been prepared, but attorneys for the 
company estimate the liabilities at 
$150,000 to $160,000, with assets 
problematical. The members of the 
firm are George H. Taylor, Newton W. 
Taylor and James T. Mix. It was or- 
ganized in 1888. 


The resources of Formosa are not to 
be despised. Considerable quantities of 
coal and sulphur are exported annually. 
Camphor is, of course, the staple prod- 
uct. Capitalists may be interested to 
note that every industry in Formosa 
worthy of the name is still in an un- 
developed stage, the manufacture of 
camphor, sugar and indigo, which lat- 
ter also grows abundantly, being most 
defective, and the prospects for each 
and all are very bright. Gold, though 
not found very extensively, is still 
worth attention, as it is of excellent 
fineness. The assay of some genuine 
nuggets proved phenomenal. 


Ferrostyptine is a proposed substi- 
tute for perchloride of iron, over which 
it possesses the advantage of not being 
caustic. It occurs in a fine powder, 
and has a marked antiseptic action, 
which is an important matter in sur- 
gery and gynecology. It is a yellow 
crystalline powder, melting at 112 deg., 
easily soluble in water, insoluble in 
cold alcohol, ether and acetone. The 
aqueous solution coagulates on _ boil- 
ing, even if rendered acid. An excess 
of acid, however, dissolves the precipi- 
tate at first formed. Ammonia and 
the fixed alkalies precipitate ferric hy- 
drate from the aqueous solution.— 
Apotheker Zeitung. 


Mr. Sam’! W. Fairchild and his fam- 
ily are at Blue Mountain Lake, his 
house at Fordham Heights, New York 
city, being closed for the summer. 
some days ago, a local expressman re- 
ceived a dispatch purporting to come 
from Mr. Fairchild, directing him to 
procure and forward the ice box from 
the latter’s house. The expressman 
obtained the keys and proceeded to 
tear out the ice box, which is a very 
large affair that had been built into 
the walis. By this time some of Mr. 
Frairchild’s friends, believing that 
neither his thirst nor his surroundings 
made it necessary for him to have the 
retrigerator sent to the Adirondacks, 
telegraphed him and learned that he 
had never sent any order for it. About 
the same time the telegraph operator 
discovered that it was Mr. John Claflin 
and not Mr. Fairchild who wanted an 
ice box, and now the masons and car- 
penters are repairing damages at the 
residence of the last named gentleman. 


The Seaboard Air Line has filed with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission a 
new tar.ff of passenger rates, which 
was to go into effect last Friday, mak- 
ing a lower rate in passenger fares 
than was in effect by the tariff previ- 
ously filed, and which by order 
of Judge Simonton was withdrawn 
Aug. 8. The rate referred to above is 
a reduction of 381-3 per cent. from 
regular tariff rates. The first-class rate 
from Baltimore to Atlanta is now 72 
cents, and from Norfolk 49 cents, The 
Seaboard Air Line has also cut the pas- 
senger rate from Portsmouth to Atlan- 
ta from $15.25 to $8, and has reduced 
its price of mileage tickets (2,000 miles) 
from $50 to $40. The Seaboard’s action 
was immediately followed by the lines 
in the Southern States Freight Associa- 
tion, which have filed tariffs with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission meet- 
ing the 331-3 per cent, of that com- 
pany, the reduced rates to apply only 
from the same initial points as those 
of the Seaboard, and to be effective 
only to Atlanta and junctional points 
of that line,

Justice Pryor of the Supreme Court 
has denied the application of Dr. Cyrus 
Edson for an injunction to restrain his 
business partners in the Ammonol 
Chemical Company, Frederick Stemmler 
and Allen H. Still, from interfering 
with the business of the corporation 
or the compound it manufactures. The 
compound was invented by Dr. Edson, 
and, with Messrs. Stemmler and Still, 
he formed the company. Dr. Edson was 
to receive 10 per cent. of the profits, 
but was not to appear in the matter. 
Dr. Edson alleged that he was being 
defrauded out of his share, and brought 
suit to restrain Stemmler from interfer- 
ing with the business. 


M. G. Edson & Co., manufactures of 
essences, etc., Montreal, are financially 
embarrassed and are reported to be en- 
deavoring to arrange a compromise at 
40 cents on the dollar, 30 cents cash 
and 10 cents on time. It has been 
claimed that this arrangement is only 
with two banks, who have old claims 
outstanding but some other creditors 
appear to have been also approached 
for a compromise. The liabilities are 
not large, being placed at $5,000 and 
$6,000. The firm has been in existence 
some years. M. G. Edson, who man- 
ages, was unsuccessful some seventeen 


or eighteen years ago, and has since | 


done business in his wife’s name. 

A dispute between the United Alkali 
Company and Messrs. Bowman, 
Thompson & Co., Lostock, near North- 
wich, England, has just been settled 
by aribtration in favor of the latter. 
At the commencement of the present 
year an agreement was entered into be- 
tween the two firms named and Messrs. 
Brunner, Mond & Co., with a view to 
keeping up prices. A clause was in- 
serted under which the United Alkali 
Company were to take all the chemi- 
cals made by Messrs. Bowman, Thomp- 
son & Co. Instead of removing the 
products as they were manufactured, 
the United Alkali Company caused the 
Lostock firm to stock large quantities. 
The interpretation of this clause was 
the matter under dispute, and the re- 
sult is that the United Alkali Company 
have been called upon to take the ac- 
cumulated stock, and to accept Messrs. 
Bowman, Thompson & Co.’s output for 
some three or four years. 


PETROLEUM NOTES. 


A California exchange says that ‘“‘Ven- 
tura’s oil refinery has suspended be- 
cause of its failure to make a satis- 
factory illuminating oil.” 





The bid of $1,095 to supply the Mare 
Island Navy Yard 6,000 gallons lubri- 
cating oil Was made by W. P. Fuller & 
Co., instead of J. H. Powell, as pre- 
viously reported. 

Forst & Brown have drilled in their 
well on the I. J. Holden farm and have 


a fair showing. The location of the 
well is 2,000 feet southeast of the Dye 


well, the initial producer on Sheets Run, 
completed some months since and still 
holding up at twenty-five barrels a day. 


The Standard Oil Company's oilhouse 
at Antigo, Wis., was destroyed by fire 
on the 29th ult. There were 100 barrels 
of oil in it. The loss will probably 
reach $1,000. The standpipe, two-thirds 
full of coal oil, was not destroyed, 
though the manhole on the top was 
blown off by gas. 


* Negotiations have been pending for 
several days for the purchase by a 
Philadelphia party of the Montgomery 
Oil Works, in the lower end of Norris- 
town, Pa. The oil works were operated 
for years by the Slemmer Brothers. 
Latterly the place has been devoted to 
the manufacture of pipe covering. The 
price quoted on the property is $20,- 
O00. 


The oil wells on Pelee Island are giv- 
ing the most satisfactory results to the 
owners. The well on the farm of John 
Findlay, owned and operated by the 
Pelee Gas & Oil Co. bids fair to be 
the best well on the island or even in 
the whole of Canada. The well now

There is a flutter of excitement in 
IAvermore, Cal., over the finding of 
what is supposed to be the best of pe- 
troleum oil. The discovery was made 
on the farm of Mrs. Louise Daviedes, 
living four miles from Livermore. 
When a depth of nine feet had been 
reached a seam of sandstone was 
struck, from which came a stream of 
dark brown fluid, later found to be pe- 
troleum. 


The London-American Oi] and Minera] 
Company has been incorporated at 
Laramie, Wyo., with a capital stock of 
$30,000,000, for the purpose of purchas- 
ing and leasing oil lands in Natrona 
and Johnson counties, constructing and 
maintaining refining works, etc., etc. 
The incorporators are W. E. Shaw, J. M. 
Armstrong and W. B. Sloane. The head 
office will be located at Casper, Wyo., 
with a branch office at Chicago. 


The Union Oil Company has completed 
the removal of the refining works from 
Santa Paula, in the southern part of 
California, to a location on San Pablo 
bay, about twenty-three miles north- 
east of San Francisco. The plant has 
a capacity of 5UU barrels a day, being 
larger by 2UU0 barrels than the old plant. 
For the present, however, it will not 
be run to its full capacity, the output 
being limited to 10,000 barrels a month. 
These works are near Rodeo, on the 
Southern Pacific, and the new station 
started for the accommodation of the 
company is called Oleum. 


The British Consul at Wuhu, China, 
in a recept report includes the follow- 
ing: “A falling off of 356.830 gallons is 
noticeable in the import of American 
kerosene, while the Russian oil has 
made great advances, 207.50U gallons 
having been imported in 1895, compared 
with 177,00U gallons in 1804. Of the 
257,500 gallon of Russian oil imported, 
133,000 gallons ‘were tank oil. The 
comparative cheapness of the Russian 
oil no doubt accounts for its increas- 
ing favor with the Chinese, the prices 
being 1 dol. 2Uc. per tin for Russian 
and 1 dol. 33 c¢. per tin for Ameri2zan 
oil.”” 


Clarion County, thought to have long 
since shelved so far as again attract- 
ing the attention of oil operators is 
concerned, is enjoying a little boom 
that has reached operators as far 
south as Pittsburgh. The wells range in 
size from 10 to 100 barrel producers, 
and the territory does not require any 
very great outlay to reach the oil. The 
latest and most important strike is 
that of Clark, Leeper & Co., on the V. 
Weaver farm in Knox township. It is 
located two and a half miles ahead of 
the old Edenburg development, and has 
been shot and put to pumping and is 
producing 25 barrels a day. 


The French Societe d’Encouragement 
pour l'Industrie Nationale are offering 
some valuable prizes for rewarding the 
efforts of inventors. Among them is a 
prize of 2,000 francs, which will be given 
in 1898 for the invention of new meth- 
ods permitting of utilizing petroleum 
advantageously and without danger in 
industry and domestic economy. The 
competitors for the prizes may be of any 
nationality, but the descriptions, etc., 
must be written in French and sent be- 
fore the 3lst of December of the year 
preceding that in which the prize will 
be awarded to the secretary of the so- 
ciety, 44 Rue de Rennes, Paris. This 
society, by the bye, was founded at the 
beginning of the present century, and 
has awarded prizes amounting to up- 
ward of £40,000 each year since. 


In the deep or Gordon sand territory 
on Flat Run, north of Mannington, the 
south Penn Oil Company drilled in a 
test well on the Price farm that started 
to flow from the Gordon at the rate of 
fifteen barrels an _ hour, when drilled 
into the first pay. The new well is lo- 
cated north and east. of the South 
Penn's operations in that part of the 
field and south of the good producer 
drilled some time ago by the Hartman 
Oil Company on the Efau farm. The 
Flat Run Gordon gand territory has 
furnished some large wells in the past 
two years, and not a few small ones 
and some dusters. 


Across from Marietta on the West 
Virginia side a determined effort has 
been made for almost a year to open 
a Big Injun pool, but the large quan- 
tity of salt water developed in the Injun 
has prevented the investors from realiz- 
ing their hopes. Ther2 have been five 
or six welis completed and i!I have had 
a flood of salt water to contend with. 
By persistent work the flow of salt 
water has been diminished and with 
its disdppearance oil is coming in 
gratifying quantities. The operators 
who have backed the territory under 
the most discouraging trials are now 
fully convinced that they have some- 
thing good and will open up the new 
territory. Pittsburgh operators are 
back of the new project.

An Cottonseed Oil 


Man’s Views. 


Experienced 


Paris, Texas, Aug. 28, ’96. 

Bditor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter: 

Referring to your recent article on 
the cottonseed oil outlook, I cannot 
agree with the views expressed by 
many of your correspondents, from the 
simple fact that they have expressed 
such extremaones. Our business seems 
to be going through experiences similar 
to almost everything else in this coun- 
try. While it is due, in the main, to the 
over-production of greases, a great deal 
of the unsatisfactory conditions we are 
having at present come from the undue 
and speculative competition among the 
mills themselves in the purchase of 
seed. There is nothing in the situation 
or the immediate prospective to war- 
rant a mill buying seed at a price that 
they cannot at least figure themselves 
out even on, and the same system of 
reckless speculation seems to exist with 
certain oil mill people that prevailed a 
season ago, notwithstanding the un- 
satisfactory results therefrom, It may 
be said, to the credit of most of the 
larger companies, that there appears 
to be a due appreciation of the situa- 
tion, to the extent that reckless com- 
petition does not come from that source. 
It is mainly from the smaller class of 
mills, whose views are governed by lo- 
cal environments, and whose ideas are 
not of the expansive kind. What they 
can find in the situation to warrant 
speculative prices at this time I am at 
a loss to know. Their chief ground 
must lie in their belief in a small cotton 
crop, but in this they are going to be 
deceived greatly, because there is no 
question but what the crop is turning 
out much better than people generally 
believe, and, even granting what they 
say may be true, what is there in the 
present situation to warrant the belief 
in higher prices for products? We have 
extremely low prices for lard, tallow 
and other greases, and if the large corn 
crop counts for anything, I cannot see 
wherein we can expect much improve- 


ment in prices in the future, at least 
until the accumulation of corn stocks 
and what is now being raised is worked 
off. This will take a year or two, and, 
in the meantime, we shall thus be com- 
pelled to recognize those conditions to 
the extent of arranging our business to 
meet them. The point is made that the 
cottonseed cannot be marketed except 
at certain figures. It depends entirely 
on the locality. In Texas, where little 
or no fertilizing is done, a certain large 
proportion of the seed will come to the 
market at reasonable figures. Of course, 
the lower the price the less the induce- 
ment to haul or carry them from points 
remote from the railroad or mill, but, in 
our opinion, there will be sufficient seed 
marketed to give the mills a fair crush, 
and, from indications, more product will 
be made than the trade can comfortably 
take care of under existing circum- 
stances. Of course, every one has his 
own ideas as to what has been the 
cause of the present unsatisfactory con- 
dition of things in our trade, but we 
can only attribute it to over-production 
in the grease line. While oil has stood 
up remarkably well against declining 
allied products, I cannot help but be- 
lieve that, to a great extent, we shall 
have to march to the music of lard and 
other greases, even if we have some 
stragglers that break away at times. I 
imagined last season that the general 
crop conditions and prospects that we 
would resume business independent of 
them, but we have been whipped in 
line in the most unsympathetic manner. 
The situation, while it is already bad 
enough, is being aggravated by certain 
mills in booming seed prices, and there 
seems to be much effort on the part of 
some of them to wipe out their competi- 
tors, or get wiped out themselves, This 
condition of affairs can start at a 
little insignificant seed point and spread 
itself into a territory of size that people 
would not generally believe to be possi- 
ble, and it is all due to the unbusiness- 
like methods of mills of this character 
in this State at least. 


Another cause is the fact that certain 
larger mills have opened up the cam- 
paign with the self-determined object 
of making their crush a large one in the 
endeavor to reduce their fixed charges 
Fer ton of seed, and in making what 
they propose to in the way of a small 
profit endeavor to increase their crush, 
and work on what they term to be a 
closer margin of profit. The result of 
this induces, and is certain to bring 
about a resistance on the part of their 
competitors toward the purchase of an 
undue quantity of seed in any given 
territory, and any attempt at misguided 
efforts of this sort will meet again with 
resistance that will have a tendency to 
keep prices of seed at a premium, when 
the seed might have been purchased at 
a margin of profit. It would have been 
reasonable to suppose that after the ex- 
perience of last season, in which the 
reckless and unconservative policy pur- 
sued by most of the mills proved to be 
an unprofitable business, that they 
would not start this present season with 
the same plan that they found so un- 
satisfactory a year ago. It takes no 
prophet to see that those mills pursu- 
ing this course will have a short but 
lively career in the business, but while 
this is going on the conservative man is 
compelled to stand aside and lose the 
business and profits that legitimately 
belong to him. It seems, though, that 
it is necessary for us to go through this 
experience in order that the business 
may become more healthy, and, in the 
end, the conservative man will become 
triumphant, though he will probably 
have some lean and hungry years be- 
fore this point is reached.

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Foreign Tariff Changes. 


Among the more recent changes in 
tariffs and customs regulations are the 
following: 

Metallic oxides, sulphides, chlorides, 
bromides, iodides, cyanides, alloys and 
amalgams, with a few exceptions, are 
admitted free of duty into Norway. 

Alcohol to be made into vinegar when 
imported into Belgium has_ been 
granted relief from excise duty at the 
rate of 36 francs. A relief of 64 francs 
has been also accorded to alcohol to be 
used for making hats, varnish, aniline 
dyes and fulminates. 

Compressed gas cylinders and iron 
or 1 vessels containing liquid car- 
bon “' dioxide and other compressed 
gases are now classed as “frigorific 
apparatus,” weighing less than 250 
kilogs., in accordance with the recent 
decision of the French customs. 

Epsom salts imported into Roumania 
are now dutiable at 74% bani per 100 
kilogs. (100 bani equal 1 franc, 100 
kilogs. are about equal to 2 cwt.) 
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Paint, Oil and Varnish Club. 


Mr. W. H. Andrews, treasurer of 
Pratt & Lambert, entertained the 
Executive ‘Committee of the Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Club at lunch on 
Sept. 2, at the Drug Club.

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Emphasizing Trade-Mark Rights. 


Some months ago we published a de- 
cision by Judge Lawrence of the Su- 
preme Court, Special Term, in the case 
of Fleischmann versus Fleischmann et 
al., in which the plaintiff sought to re- 
strain defendants from using wrappers 
in imitation of those used by him as 
successor of the old firm of Fleischmann 
& Co. While the court sympathized 
with the plaintiff in the obvious in- 
fringement of his rights, it dismissed 
the complaint on the ground that he 
had invalidated his rights to relief at 
equity by having used the word “pat- 
ented” in his labels after the law, un- 
der which they had once been pat- 
ented, was declared unconstitutional. 
Plaintiff appealed the case, and the 
Appellate Court has reversed the judg- 
ment of the lower court. The original 
decision and its reversal are both on 
technical grounds, but both decisions 
take strong grounds against infringe- 
ments, and are a hopeful sign for own- 
ers of the trade-marks which are being 
imitated. The decision written by Judge 
ngraham, is concurred in by his four 
associates, and is as follows: 


“We agree with the learned judge at 
Special Term where he says: ‘I think 
the evidence establishes clearly that the 
defendants’ labels are not only imita- 
tions of those used by the plaintiff, but 
were designedly simulated by the de- 
fendants for the purpose of inducing 
the public to believe that the yeast to 
be obtained in packages sold by them 
had been manufactured by the old firm 
of Fleischmann & Co., the plaintiffs,’ 
and with the reasons for this conclu- 
sion stated in the very satisfactory 
opinion upon that question. The court, 
however, felt constrained to dismiss the 
complaint on the ground that the plain- 
tiff, by using the word ‘patented’ upon 
his labels had made a false representa- 
tion to the public, applying the princi- 
ple that if the plaintiff is himself guilty 
of any false or misleading representa- 
tions in relation to the property he 
seeks to protect, he loses the right to 
obtain the assistance of a court of 
equity. 


“While we regard the rule as stated 
by the Court below well settled in this 
State, we do not think it should have 
been applied in this case, as the defend- 
ants neither pleaded that the plaintiff 
had made any false representation 
either in his trade-mark or in the busi- 
ness connected with it, nor did he prove 
or offer to prove upon the trial that any 
statement of the plaintiff's contained 
in his trade-mark was false or fraudu- 


lent. Nor was any motion made to dis- 
miss the complaint on the ground 
stated. At the commencement of the 


trial, before any evidence was offered, 
the defendants moved to dismiss the 
complaint, on the ground that the Court 
had no jurisdiction, as the action was 
in fact for an infringement of letters 
patent. After the evidence was all 
in the counsel for the defendants again 
moved to dismiss the compiaint, upon 
two grounds: (1) ‘That the Court had 
no jurisdiction of the cause of action,’ 
and (2) that the ‘plaintiff bad failed to 
make out a cause of action; as it is 
in evidence that the defendants’ name 
is Fieischmann, and they have the 
right to use that; and there is no evi- 
dence on the part of the plaintiff of 
any deception.’ .There seems to have 
been no intimation of any kind, either 
by the pleadings or by counsel upon 
the trial, that the allegation on the 
wrappers and labels used by the plain- 
tiff that a patent had been obtained 
by him was false or untrue. And when 
a defendant comes into a court of 
equity, and seeks to justify his appro- 
priation of another’s trademark, or his 
unfair competition in business, by 
which he is enabled to deceive the pub- 
lic into thinking that his goods are the 
goods of another, on the ground that 
the plaintiff has in some way in the 
description of his goods been guilty of

equity will not aid him in protecting 
his trademark or business, we think 
that that fact should be alleged in the 
answer and proved upon the trial. 


“This case is a flagrant example of 
the adoption by these defendants of the 
plaintiff's trademark and name for the 
purpose of selling their goods to the 


public as the goods of the plaintiff. 
These defendants, the Fleischmanns, 
were originally in the employ of the 


plaintiff. They left his employ and 
commenced business as Fleischmann & 
Brothers; but that name not being as 
close a similarity as was necessary to 
enable them to sell their goods as the 
plaintift’s, they took in a partner, and 
changed the firm name to Fleischmann 
& Company, under which the plaintiff 
had done business and had established 
a valuable business connection. They 
then proceeded to adopt labels for their 
goods of a color so similar that except 
upon comparison no difference could be 
noticed, using almost the exact words 
used by the plaintiff, and going fur- 
ther, so as to imitate the signature of 
the plaintiff upon the labels. 


“To refuse to allow relief for such a 
flagrant violation of common honesty, 
strict prcof should be required of some 
act of the plaintiff which placed his 
business and property outside of the 
protection of the law. Fraud must al- 
ways be proved. It is never presumed. 
And yet this judgment proceeded upon 
the assumption that a statement upon 
plaintiff’s trademark was false, and 
thus a misrepresentation. It is stated 
in the respondents’ brief that ‘upon @ 
motion being made by the defendants 
it was conceded by the plaintiff that 
although the word “Patented” ap- 
peared upon the label, and although 
the words inserted upon the wrapper 
appeared thereon, which is above re- 
ferred to, yet, nevertheless, the letters 
patent granted to the plaintiff were de- 
elared unconstitutional in the year 
1879.’ No such concession appears 
upon the record, and counsel for the ap- 
pellant in his brief su»mitted states 
that had that point been made, let- 
ters patent would have been produced 
which would justify the statement 
upon the wrappers. 

“It seems hardly necetsary to cite 
authorities to establish the proposition 
that where fraud or misrepresentation 
of the plaintiff is relled upon as a de- 
fence to the enforcement of a legal 


upon the trial. 


‘In this case, this defense not having 
been pleaded, and no proof having been 
offered to sustain it, we think the plain- 
tiff should have had judgment. The 
judgment should therefore be reversed 
and judgment directed in favor of the 
plaintiff, restraining the defendants 
from using the wrappers set up in the 
complaint, with costs to the plaintiff in 
this court and in the court below.” 
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Tests for Cocaine. 


The importance of the absolute purity 
of cocaine will be appreciated by every 
one who handles that alkaloid, and ren- 
ders timely the following tests, which 
are published by Messrs. Boehringer & 
Soehne: 

For ready determination of presence 
or absence of dangerous allied alkaJoids 
or impurities in cocaine, we quote these 
official tests: 


Test. I.—Dissolve 0.1 gramme cocaine 
hydrochlorate in 5 ccm. water (making 
a 2 per cent. solution) in a clean, glass- 
stoppered vial, adding 3 drops diluted 
sulphuric acid; then add 1 drop ofa 1 
per cent. solution potassium perman- 
ganate, which produces a pink or violet 
tint.

Appeals in Customs Cases. 


The Collector of Customs at New York 
has appealed the following cases to the 
United States Circuit Court for the 
Southern District of New York, from 
the decision of the Board of General 
Appraisers: 

Pickhardt & Kuttroff vs. U. S., refined 
carbonate of potash, assesseq for duty at 
25 per cent., par. 60, asa chemical salt; 
claimed duty free by the importers, 
par. 595, and so decided by the Board 
of General Appraisers. In the same 
category are E. Hill’s Son & Co., J. L. 
& D. S. Riker; A. Klipstein & Co., A. 
Giese, James Lee & Co., J. C. Wiardi & 
Co., the Roesseler & Hasslacher Chemi- 
cal Company and G. W. Sheldon & Co. 


Odorous Pastes. 


In the matter of the recent decision 
of the Board of General Appraisers in 
favor of Dodge & Olcott, as to the 
classification of odorous pastes, Acting 
Secretary of the Treasury Hamlin 
has advised the Collector at this port 
that “the Department is inclined to the 
opinion that the classification as an es- 
sential oil could not be sustained in 
view of the evidence, but concurs with 
you in the opinion that the merchan- 
dise should have been classified for 
duty as an ‘unenumerated manufac- 
tured article,’ dutiable at the rate of 
20 per cent. ad valorem, under section 
8 of the Act of Aug. 28, 1894. In 
view of the unsatisfactory record in 
this case, the department does not 
deem it advisable to appeal from the 
decision of the Board of General Ap- 
praisers in this instance, but in order 
that the matter may be again passed 
upon by the Board of General Apprais- 
ers, you are directed to classify future 
importations of this merchandise as 
dutiable at the rate of 20 per cent. 
ad valorem as ‘unenumerated manu- 
factured articles, not otherwise pro- 
vided for,’ as above indicated.’’ 





Advances in Valuations. 


The Treasury Department fs advised 
of the following advances in the valua- 
tion of merchandise, of interest to the 
oil, paint and drug trade.

General Characteristics of Vegetable 
Fats and Oils. 


BY L. E. ANDES. 


Vegetable fats and oils constitute a 
very sharply marked group of sub- 
stances, both in regard to their physical 
properties and to their chemical compo- 
sition. They are all compounds of fatty 
acid with glycerine-ethers acting the 
part of base, they are soluble in ether 


and in boiling alcohol, and are _in- 
variably of less specific gravity than 
water. 

These bodies are of almost universal 


distribution in 
and occur principally as food stores in 
fruit and seeds, although vegetable tis- 
sues rarely completely destitute of 
them. Usually in the cells, 
they sometimes escape and inclose the 
organs With a more or less thick layer, 
as, for instance, in the Chinese vegeta- 
ble fallow seeds. In the cell they gen- 
erally occur in the cell-sap in the form 
of minute globules, sometimes as in the

pulp of the olive, each apparently pro- 
vided with a delicate membrane. In 
many cases the “aleurone-grains” of 
fatty seeds appear to be assemblages 


of fatty and albuminous bodies.

Hy- 
draulic presses were first used in oil- 
making in 1815 in both France and 


Germany, and rapidly came almost ex- 
clusively into use. At first these were 
vertical, but horizontal ones were also 
used later, although the former are de- 
cidedly more convenient. It was, how- 


advantage | ever, a long time before the old method 


of heating the crushed seeds by direct 
fire was superseded by the use of 
steam, and the roasting kettle is not 
altogether disused even to this day 

As in all industries, the efficiency ot 
the apparatus is the important 
factor of success. The presses must be 
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so constructed as to give the highest 
possible yield of oil and the whole plant 
so arranged as to minimize hand labor 
as much as possible and to admit of 
the various processes succeeeding one 
another without interruption. 

Austria was the most backward 
among European nations in oil-making, 
for, until Prof. Wiesner, in reporting on 
the foreign plants capable of yielding 
industrial products, in connection with 
the Vienna. Exhibition of 1873, pointed 
out how. many plants hitherto unusued 
in the empire for that purpose were 
available for the extraction of various 
oils and fats, the Austrians confined 
themselves to using raw material grown 
at home, and this patriotic conduct put 
them to a great disadvantage in rela- 
tion to England, France and Holland, 
who, in ‘a shopkeeping spirit, had long 
been using such tropical seeds as castor, 
sesamum, and ground nut. It appears 
that the use of castor oil, for example, 
was at the time of the professor’s report 
in the hands of the medical profession 
exclusively, so far as Austria was con- 
eerned, while the English were using 
it for leather grease, soapmaking and 
other purposes, which certainly require 
it in larger doses. The English are still 
making a much greater variety of oils 
than any Continental nation. A raw 
material still unknown even to. the 
British manufacturer is the candle nut. 
It yields a somewhat expensive oil, but 
oné the qualities of which make it de- 
serving of introduction into the trade. 
It belongs to the category of the drying 
oils, which are not too numerous, and 
comes into the European market as Oil 
of Bancoul, or Kekune, and appears to 
be very specially suitable for the prepa- 
ration of oil colors. But, independently 
of this, it is much better for printing 
ink than the heretofore almost exclu- 
sively used linseed oil. Galba nut oil, 
and owala oil, which gives 50 per cent. 
of an oil similar to olive, and that of 
Beras seeds (west coast of Africa) are 
among the many that deserve further 
exploitation. Of course many oils are 
imported into Europe ready made, such 
as the palm and cocoanut oils. 

The ‘returns of the production of the 
various oils are very imperfect. Olive 
oil is principally produced on the Med- 
iterranean and in the East. In 1877 
$17,800 acres in France were grown 
with!olive trees, which yielded 7,318,352 
bushels of fruit and 392,018 cwt. of oil. 
In Spain there were 2,500,000 acres 
(468,385 in Cordova alone), yielding 2,- 
750,000 gallons of oil. 1,223,768 acres 
under olive in Italy in 1874 produced 
9,310,375 bushels, and the export of oil 
from that country rose from 1,282,600 
ewt. in 1878 to 1,773,100 ewt. in 1879. 
Greece, Algeria and Turkey also export 
it. ‘Rape or colza is produced in Ger- 
many, France, Australia, Hungary, 
Roumania and Russia. In 1882 445,000 
acres of brassica in Germany gave 
about two and a half millions sterling 
worth. Cottonseed oil is another very 
important oil. In 1889-00 more than 
twelve millions sterling worth of it 
were made, while the by-products 
(cake, husks, etc.) came to eleven mill- 
ions odd more. About one-third of this 
was from the United States. Among 
European nations England has almost 
the monopoly of making cottonseed oil, 
getting the seeds from Egypt. Linseed 
oil comes mainly from Russia and India. 
In 1890 3,780,000 acres of Russia in Eu- 
rope were grown with flax, yielding ~1,- 
000,000 bushels of seed. 

Fats are at ordinary temperatures 
either solid (tallows and butters) or 
liquid (oils). Vegetable tallows usually 
melt below 122 degrees F. Among the 
points which are often distinctive of 
particular fats are the specific gravity, 
the melting and freezing points, and 
the refractive power. The smell of 
fresh fats is often very pleasant; palm 
oil, for example, is like violet roots, but 
in time they acquire the rancid smell 
due to alteration of more or less of the 
fatty acids. There is rarely any very 
proneunced taste in an undecomposed 
fat, although crabwood fat is distinctly 
bitter. More characteristic when pres- 
ent is color. Fresh palm oil is orange 
yellow and loses color as it deteriorates, 
until when it is quite rancid it is only 
a dirty white. Fresh palm fat is cin- 
nabar red, and keeps its shade unim- 
paired for years. Fats are rarely col- 
orless, being generally yellowish, green- 
ish_or dirty white, but some sorts of 
olive oil, cocoanut oil, etc., are pure 
white, 

All fats stain paper, and all are com- 
bustible. Microscopically solid fats at 
ordinary temperatures show erystals 
almost always in the form of needles, 
either single or in bushy or circular ag- 
gregates. These groups of crystals may 
be so large, e.g., in nutmeg butter in 
the fresh state, and in many fats when 
rancid, that they are visible to the 
naked eye. These crystals are free 
fatty acid, and they are always im- 
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mersed in liquid amorphous matter. If 
the fat of Tucum is melted, and allowed 
to cool, the free fatty acids crystalize 
partly in tubular. forms which are not 
found in the natural] fat. 

It is remarkable that if many fais 
which before melting were seen to be 
full of crystals be fused and allowed 
to return to the original temperature, 
they may have to remain there for 
hours before any recrystallization takes 
place. This is well seen in cocoanut fat. 

In fats poor in oleine, the liquid por- 
tion of the firm fat appears in drops, 
instead of being continuous, as it is in 
those rich in oleine. 

The amorphous part of the fat is not 
by any means homogeneous, but con- 
tains drops of different refractive in- 
dex from the main mass, and also solid 
lumps besides the crystals. In palm 
and Tucum fats the drops have a red- 
dish thue, like the vacuoles in yeast 
cells. Coloring matters are shown by 
the microscope to be either dissolved 
in the liquid portion (as in palm and 
Tucum), or little concretions between 
the crystals, as in virola fat, or inclosed 
in cells, as in Bassia fat. It is not un- 
common to see tissue-cells, or even 
whole pieces of tissue, especially in fats 
which have been extracted by boiling 
and not seldom containing starch or 
chlorophyll. 

Fats are practically absolutely in- 
soluble in water, and (except castor oil) 
are only slightly soluble in cold alcohol. 
All, however, nearly, are soluble in 
ether, bisulphide of carbon, ethereal 
oils, benzole, acetone and wood-spirit. 
Fats dissolve sulphur and phosphorus. 
Some fats yield with chlorine and 
chloride of sulphur caoutchouc-like 
bodies, which are used as substitutes 
for India-rubber. 

Vegetable fats and oils are formed 
by combination of fatty acids with 
glycerides (neutral glycerine’ eth- 
ers), and have a type formula C3 H5 
OOCX, X representing a monovalent 
hydrocarbon radical, and may _ also 
contain free acid. The waxes, which 
are nearly related to the fats, contain 
a monotomic alcoho] ether, whereas 
glycerine is triatomic. There is, how- 
ever, no absolute distinction between 
fats and waxes. Japan waxes almost 
always contain glycerides, while sper- 
maceti, which is usually included 
among the fats, is composed mainly of 
cetyl ether and palmitic acid, and must 
therefore be regarded, if the distinction 
above named is to hold, as a wax.—

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How to Improve a Newly-Made Var- 


nish or Oil. 
BY JOHN BANNON. 


While unexceptionally skillful treat- 
ment is required in the manufacture 
of superior varnishes, from the com- 
mencement of the first operation until 
the thinning down at the termination 
of the process, modern achievements 
have rendered further improvement 
practicable, with regard to the newly 
finished product, by developing its 
latent working properties in a much 
more expeditious manner than is possi- 
ble under the old system, which con- 
sists of repose, simply. 

The benefits deriving from the com- 
paratively new system of tanking, hav- 
ing in view fat varnishes, prepared oils, 
varnish oils, oxidizing, compounds, 
japans and driers of all descriptions, 
are of a decidedly superior order. By 
its use the general working properties 
of these manufactured products, which 
are promoted by ripeness, are very ma- 
terially developed, the maximum extent 
being arrived at in a comparatively 
brief period. The saving effected in 
the lessening of time necessary to 
produce these desirable results is an 
important question in modern manu- 
facturing methods, keen competition 
and price-cutting rendering every sug- 
gestion worthy of consideration which 
gives a reasonable promise of success. 
The new method to which we refer has, 
however, long passed the experimental 
Stage, and its utility as an conomical 
factor in developing the essential at- 
tributes of a varnish, however common 
its grade, is unquestioned. By simply 
tanking the fluid substances referred 
to in a double-bottom steam-heated oil 
or varnish tank, a newly prepared 
varnish, oil or kindred substance rapid- 
ly acquires the desired properties which 
are otherwise procurable by the action 
of age only. 

For linseed oil mills, equally with 
varnish-making establishments, the 
new tanking system is of peculiar con- 
sequence. The writer has used same 
to very decided advantage in connec- 
tion with the tanking of oil, eminently 
satisfactory results being regularly ob- 
tained. The use of a filter press in a 
linseed oil or varnish making establish- 


ment does not by any means obviate 


the necessity of the tanking system re- 
ferred to. Paradoxical though it may 
seem, linseed oil, which has not been 
filtered after having been expressed, is 
actually a suprior product when sub- 
jected to prolonged repose, than the 
most carefully filtered and clarified oil 
made. This is owing to the propensity 
which the heavier vegetable material 
in the oil displays, in carrying down 
or precipitating the lighter, and under 
ordinary circumstances imperceptible 
vegetable matter, thus producing a per- 
fect clarification. In mechanical clari- 
fication, which is effected by the ordi- 
nary filter press, the heavier vegetable 
substances are readily eliminated by 
the filtering medium, but the latter fa‘ls 
to remove the finer and more objec- 
tional substances, which imperceptibly 
remain in the oil, to produce endless 
deviltries in the subsequent varnish. It 
does not require an erudition of a sci- 
entist to discover that what the filter- 
ing medium fails to accomplish may be 
secured by the means referred to. 

It is a fact which modern oil millers 
and refiners have largely overlooked, 
that linseed oil made before the advent 
of the filter press and the system of 
extracting the last drop of extractable 
oil, produced a better oi] for varnish 
purposes (conditional upon adequate 
treatment), than the quality which is 
now produced under the most advanced 
modern systems. 

Several of the more unpretentious 
oil mills, realizing the importance of 
the foregoing, have usually in reserve a 
tank or two of unfiltered oil, six months 
or one year old. To the varnish- 
maker, oil thus aged is preferrable to 
all other varieties. The new tanking 
system would be, in this instance, of 
peculiar value, for the reason that it 
will rapidly develop the oxidizing power 
of American linseed oil so as to render 
it almost equal to well-settled Calcutta 
seed oil, 
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Steam-Bottom Settling Tank, 


Several of the leading mills in Eng- 
land, in order to furnish the varnish- 
maker with the very best quality of 
oil, are run for periods of two or three 
weeks without the aid of the filter 
press, the oil being simply allowed to 
age. The double-bottom steam-heated 
tank is a very useful acquisition in this 
casé, 

Filtration is resorted to for oils in- 
tended for use in paints, soap-making, 
etc, In the former instance, the varnish 
maker filters the oil prior and subse- 
quent to treatment, and in a manner 
according with the desired quality of 
the finished product. 

The necessity of producing a varnish 
oil, more in conformity with the views 
of the varnishmaker, has been very 
frequently demonstrated to some of 
the leading seed-crushing concerns here 
during the past decade, and, while the 
old-fashioned system of permitting the 
unfiltered oil to repose to insure per- 
fect clarification has been at length re- 
sorted to, they (the American gil 
millers) have not become sufficiently 
advanced to still further improve mat- 
ters by the use of the new tanking 
system. 

Linseed oil manufactured under the 
old system of coarse grinding and in- 
different pressing, while being unprofit- 
able to the manufacturer, as compared 
with modern methods, is more suscepti- 
ble of refining, producing a very su- 
perior article. 

The circumstance which causes the 
leading cotton oil mills to leave at least 
8 to 9 per cent. of oil in their cake is 
based on this principle. Careful ex- 
periments have repeatedly shown that 
an oil which has been extracted under 
prolonged pressure, and in which ex- 
ceedingly fine vegetable substances are 
contained, having been pressed out of 
the cooked material, is more difficult, 
and therefore more expensive to refine, 
while under the most favoring condi- 
tions being inferior to oil made under 
less defined circumstances, 

With regard to the storage of linseed 
oils—manganese, lead, as well as all 
classes of varnish or prepared oils— 









the new system of storage will develop 
the working properties of the oleaginous 
fluid in from two to three weeks, which 
would require, under other conditions, 
at least six months. Several of the 
leading varnish houses have adopted 
this means of producing a prematurely 
clarified oil or varnish. 

The construction of the tank involves 
no special skill, while the principle upon 
which the maturing process is based 
may be readily comprehended. 

It is ‘well known that by accelerating 
the temperature of linseed oil its flu- 
idity is very considerably increased. 
As the temperature is augmented its 
fluidity is increased in like manner, 
however heavy-bodied ‘the oil may be 
when cold. 

The vegetable or fine mineral sub- 
stances which remain in suspension in 
an oil or varnish will more readily pre- 
cipitate when the product is rendered 
more fluid than when in the normal 
condition. in this connection it is evi- 
dent the specific gravity of heated lin- 
seed oil, which practically thins it, is 
dependent upon its temperature, tech- 
nically speaking. It will be observed 
that a newly made varnish which is 
tanked is naturally cloudy owing to the 
admixture of chemical and oxidizing 
compounds. The minute particles of 
borate of manganese, binoxide of man- 
ganese, red lead or litharge with which 
the oil or varnish has been, treated, and 
which remain in suspension for a very 
considerable time under the old systein 
of tanking, contribute tv darken or 
render the preparation exceedingly 
cloudy. The same principle applies 
with regard to other oxidizing agents 
or hardening compositions used in the 
treatment of an oil or varnish. In the 
case of the newly made oil foreign sub- 
stances have the effect of rendering 
the oil cloudy and in a ratio correspond- 
ing to the percentage of earthy and 
other undesirable substances which 
were originally present in the seed. 

A newly expressed or prepared oil, or 
varnish, having been tanked in the 
ordinary manner—the cold tanking sys- 
tem—the fluid condition of the material 
becomes transformed to a more heavy 
body consistency by reason of the sud- 
den change of temperature, in a period 
of, say, from fifteen to twenty-four 
hours or longer, according to the vol- 
ume of oil stored. It will be readily 
understood that the tanked fluid will 
in this instance have become quite 
cold, or, at least, have reached the 
normal temperature long before ade- 
quate clarification has been accom- 
plished. This has the effect of retard- 
ing the latter very materially, by con- 
tributing to hold in suspension for a 
prolonged period the impure substances 
referred to, the thickening of the fluid 
caused by contact with the cold metallic 
tank bottom and sides hastening this 
action. By the use of the steam-heated 
double-bottom ‘tank, suitably heated up 
prior to the tanking of the oil or var- 
nish, the latter are maintained in their 
fluid condition, thus facilitating the 
precipitation of all vegetable and inert 
substances, ‘while producing perfect 
clarification in from two to three weeks.

1 acific Coast Trade Items. 
San Francisco, Aug. 29, 1896. 

Trade in paints is slow; in glass, fair, 
and in oils, lively, but quotations in oils 
are demoralized, and customers are 
taking advantage of the depression to 
load up. Dealers, however, are not 
buying in a faliing market. Several 
Eastern houses are attempting to un- 
load their oils on the Western market, 
evidently under the impression that we 
are too far away to be acquainted with 
the conditions. However, their efforts 
are meeting with no success. As far as 
quality is concerned, the Eastern men 
are learning a lesson in the fact that 
the Western buyers are more particular 
than in the East. They want a first- 
class quality in every respect. Raw 
linseed is selling at 4V0 cents, which 
means a buying price of about 33 cents 
in Chicago, as the jobbers here would 
rather not sell than forego their profit. 

W. P. Fuller & Co, have secured the 
contract for furnishing glass for the 
new Ferrys Depot Building, which will 
be worth about $2,300, and they will 
probably get the contract for the glass 
for the Affiliated Colleges, at something 
like $1,300, provided the contracts are 
let on the bids received. However, it is 
probable that the bids will be readver- 
tised, as the total of the first figures is 
in excess of the appropriation. D. 
Zelinsky was the lowest bidder for paint 
and graining work at $3,780. It is said 
the work cannot be done for that sum. 
W. P. Fuller & Co. report a very good 
year for their Los Angeles house, and 
say they have sold over seven carloads 
of plate glass alone during their last 
season. Among their largest contracts 
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are included twenty of the largest busi- 
ness blocks in that city. They also fur- 
nished the paint and varnish for the 
majority of these buildings. Compara- 
tively speaking, Los Angeles has far 
outstripped San Francisco in her build- 
ing operations. 

The contracts for paint and oil sup- 
plies at the Mare Island Navy Yard 
were nearly all let to local houses. R. 
N. Nason & Co. will furnish the crude 
fuel oil and candles, Fuller & Co, the 
paints, Yates the compound and tallow 
and some of the varnishes. The white 
lead will be furnished by Harrison of 
Philadelphia. The bids were all figured 
close to the cost price. 

(Magner Bros. had overlooked the fact 
that they had a couple of tons of dry 
paints on the sailing vessel Willie 
Rosenfeld from New York, which re- 
cently foundered off the Brazilian 
coast. They were first apprised of their 
loss when the underwriters came 
around to pay their insurance. 

The Bass-Hueter Paint Company has 
transferred its retail art department to 
the Emporium Department Store, 
where it is given the personal super- 
vision of Manager Samuel H. Brown. 


Hueter’s varnishes, made by the 
Pioneer Varnish Works, have _ been 
specified in the new Ferrys Depot. Mr. 


Brown says that their trade is fair, but 
they are operating on very conservative 
lines. Customers, he says, are prone 
to send small checks, with a promise to 
pay attached to them. 

F. N. Woods & Co. are just finishing 
up their glass contract in the Em- 
porium Building, and are about ready 
to begin on the Clark Building, Smith’s 
Cash Store and the large office building 
of the Union Works. 

The Painters’ Union won a big vic- 
tory before the Board of Education and 
an acknowledgment that the work on 
the school buildings was being done in 
a faulty manner. The board ordered 
that in the future all big contracts shall 
be let by the full board; that none but 
union labor shall be employed, and that 
eight hours shall constitute a day’s 
work. The Painters’ Union has decided 
to call a mass meeting to offset the ac- 
tion of a number of small bosses, who 
have given notice of a reduction of 
wages. 

F. E. Beach, the well-known paint 
dealer of Portland, Ore., has been ap- 
pointed Fire Commissioner of that city. 

Porteous & Co. have opened a wall 
paper, paint and oil store in Reno, Nev. 

The Union Oil Company is preparing 
to bore new wells and enlarge their 
operations generally at Santa Paula. 
The output there now is about 600 bar- 
rels a day. The Union Company has 
just completed the removal of the re- 
fining works from Santa Paula to San 
Pablo Bay, about twenty-three miles 
from San Francisco. The plant has a 
capacity of 500 barrels a day, but the 
output at present will be limited to 
10,000 barrels a month. 

Arrangements are being made by the 
Los Angeles Oil Exchange looking to 
the sale of their pumping plant and four 
tanks with capacity of 3,500 barrels. 
The survlus in the Los Angeles field is 
being rapidly reduced, and it is possible 
that prices will soon go up to $1.25 at 
the tanks. Development continues in 
the western end of the field, but it is 
reported that the oil sand is pinching 
out, and the strata has decreased in 
thickness from 125 to 80 feet. 

The latest discovery of petroleum de- 
posits in California is four miles from 
Livermore, in Alameda County, where 
a sandstone seam was found at the 
depth of nine feet. Several years agn 
a well was sunk here to a depth of 200 
feet, which cost a San Francisco cap- 
italist about $4,000. He refused to put 
up more funds, and the work was dis- 
continued. 

A third ofl stratum was penetrated 
last week at a depth of 275 feet in the 
Summerland district, and. as a result. 
at least fifty new wells will he imme- 
diately put down. The “wells in the 
water” have also proved a complete 
success, and Mr. Williams will erect 
a wharf as soon as the output will 
justify. These surf wells have probably 
cost less to sink and put in actual oper- 
ation than any other wells in the Sum- 
merland field. 

The La Mesa Lemon Company, at 
San Diego, Cal., are contemplating the 
erection of a plant for manufacturing 
citric acid and essence of lemon. 

The Labor Exchange at Summerland, 
Cal., is talking of putting in new ma- 
chinery and operating the soap factory 
there. 

Among the recent exports from San 
Francisco were 8 packages of drugs to 
China, 10 packages of drugs and 10 
packages of paints to Japan, 150 cases 
of coal oil te Central America, 150 
cases of coal oil to Hilo, and 510 gallons 
of cocoa oil to Victoria, 


Meeting of the Glue Manufacturers. 


The United States Glue Manufactur- 
ers’ Association theld its twelfth annual] 
meeting at the Windsor Hotel, this 
city, on Friday last. The association, 
which is run in a very unostentatious 
manner, is one of the most successful 
organizations of manufacturers in the 
country. Without atten.pting arbitra- 
rily to centrol either the terms or prices 
of its members, it has found that the 
moral influence of such close social re- 
lations as can be maintained by its 
periodical meetings is the best possible 
aid to harmonious business methods. 
By this means, while it has not been 
able to avert all of the disastrous ef- 
fects of the general depression during 
the past year, it has at least mitigated 
them to some extent, in so far as the 
business in glues and gelatines is con- 
cerned. The objects of the association 
as defined in its constitution are as fol- 
lows: 

“This association is formed for the 
purpose of promoting the common inter- 
est of its members, and to aid in pro- 
ducing a more enlarged and friendly in- 
tercourse between them.” 


These sentiments are emphasized in 
the official utterances of the president, 
Mr. John Knox Marshall, and, indeed, 
in his very personality, as is evidenced 
in his recent call for the meeting in 
which he refers to the clause of the 
constitution, quoted above, as follows: 

“This certainly is a noble purpose, 
and by adhering to it we receive the 
benefits. They are, indeed, hopeful. We 
live in the age of progress, when the 
social is being more and more de- 
veloped; and a distinguished writer 
characterizes progress, ‘as the growing 
power and sacredness of personality.’ 
The higher we attain in personality 
the further our emancipation from all 
methods of business and living. con- 
trary to the golden rule.” 


Whether the members of the associa- 
tion live fully up to the precepts of the 
“golden rule” or not, we are unable to 
state, as we are not permitted access 
to the official records, and the meeting 
on Friday was of an executive charac- 
ter. However, it was evident from the 
friendly relations of the members after 
the adjournment that there were no 
serious differences unsettled and mo 
very deep scars from rrevious com- 
bats.

Window Glass Wages Committee 
Meet. 


The second attempt of the window 
glass manufacturers and workers to 
agree upon the wage scale for 1896-97 
was made Tuesday and failed. The 
workers receded from the position 
taken at the first conference and offered 
a compromise on the demand that the 
manufacturers pay the wages of “snap- 
pers.” They also proposed a change 
which would give the double-strength 
blowers and gatherers less of an ad- 
vance than the single-strength blow- 
ers and gatherers, in addition to drop- 
ping the demand entirely for an ad- 
vance of the cutters and flatteners, but 
even the modified terms were not ac- 
ceptable to the manufacturers, and the 
conference came to an end without fix- 
ing any time for a meeting in the 
future. 

The manufacturers did not yield any- 
thing, and insisted upon the demand 
made at the first conference for a re- 
duction of 22% per cent. off the straight 
list. Last fire the factories ran at a 
reduction of 15 per cent. off the list. 
Messrs. Loeffler and Keely, the commit- 
tee selected by the conference to make 
a statemeit, announced that the work- 
ers first proposed an advance by tak- 
ing 10 per cent. off the list on the wages 
of blowers, gatherers, flatteners and 
cutters, and that the manufacturers 
pay the “snappers.” They also request- 
ed certain changes in the working rules. 
H. Sellers McKee, on behalf of the man- 
ufacturers, demanded that the workers 
accept a reduction of 22% per cent. off 
the straight list, and that a difference 
be made in the wages for quality, pro- 
viding for a slight advance on “A” 
quality and a slight reduction on > 
quality. 

The workers refused to concede this, 
and the conference entered into a 
lengthy discussion, in which all sub- 
jects bearing upon the business were 
considered. The manufacturers made 
the same claims as made at the first 
conference, that no changes had been 
made in the tariff duty, upon which the 
22% per cent. reduction was based at 
first. They claimed they had been mis- 
taken in the belief that their business 
would be good enough to sustain the 
advance made from 221% off the list to 
15 per cent. 

No material progress resulted from 
this discussion, and the conference ad- 
journed to meet in the afternoon. At 
the afternoon session the workers mod- 
ified their demand, and asked that the 
manufacturers concede an advance to 
the single-strength workers, blowers 
and gatherers only, and that they be 
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paid the straight list, and double- 
strength blowers and gatherers receive 
5 per cent. off the list. The workers 
proposed that this advance would cover 
the demands of the snappers, and that 
it be considered the snappers’ percent- 
age. The manufacturers rejected these 
offers. The workers then revised the 
proposition, asking that the _ single- 
strength blowers and gatherers be paid 
5 per cent. off the old list and double- 
strength blowers 10 per cent. off. 

The workers claimed that this would 
be an advance of 1 per cent. for the 
single-strength workers and 5 per cent. 
for the double-strength workers; the 
flatteners and cutters continuing with 


15 per cent off, getting no advance 
whatever. The advance was to be con- 
sidered part of the snappers’ wages, 
and the workers stated that if the 
manufacturers would concede these 
terms they would willingly change 


any of the working rules or resolutions 
adopted by the late convention of the 
workers The manufacturers positive- 
ly declined to concede any advance in 
wages whatever.

I find quite a num- 
ber of mills still talking of not crushing 
at all this season, and I don’t know but 
what this would be the wisest course 
or policy to pursue. Low prices for re- 
fined oil must rule the entire season from 
present indications, unless there are other 
new outlets for summer yellow oil, inde- 
pendent of compounding purposes and the 
soap kettle. At the very extreme the 
crusher is not warranted in paying over 
$6 per ton for seed, and there are none 
of them that are not paying $7, and 
some even as high as $8, and it don’t 
take much figuring to show you what a 
loss this is, based on the manufactured 
products from this, on present values.” 

Refined.—The week opened with an im- 
proved export demand that is to say 
exporters w: re covering short sales made 
some time ago to ship by steamer now 
loading for France which will take about 
5,000 bbls. There is, however, no new 
export business being done, as the drop 
in exchange and high ocean freights 
are unfavorable for the foreign move- 
ment. Should the bad condition of the 
crop reports continue, however, it may 
develope a better European demand !ater 
on, regardless of the position of exchange 
or the cost of freights. Considerable 
summer yellow has been sold during 
the week as nearly prime, which 
under ordinary circumstances would 
pass the Committee as prime. A 
portion of this oil is being consumed at 
the East by packers. Business being 
slow, some of the trade are amusing 
themselves by figuring out th» stock held 
in this section, one, more enterprising 
than the others, estimating the total at 
20,000 bbls here, with from 5,000 to 10,- 
000 bbls held at various points in the 
South. If this were a correct estim ite 
prime summer yellow would not be selling 
at 28c, and it would be hard to say where 
the price would go, as 20,000 blis is only 
about two weeks’ supply for this section, 
Outside of the American the holdings of 
oil are about 25,000 to 30,000 bbls including 
a large portion of the holdings at the South 
which are being transferred either in bulk 
or barrels to this city to meet the wants 
of the trade, which have been unusually 
good of late. Should this demand con- 
tinue, it is safe to say the new season 
will open with the smallest stock of old oil 
that the trade has seen for many 
years. An offer of 22}¢c. was declined on 
Friday for 5,000 bbls prime summer yel- 
low in store here, which, if accepted, 
would no doubt show a large loss to the 
owners, but as they have carried it so 
long they don’t propose to throw up their 
hands at this stage of the game, Lard 
has been fluctuating throughout 
the week, especially since it is reported 
that the September interest haz heen cov- 
ered, There are those who claim that the 
prices for all animal fats would justify a 
scaling down of prices fully 4c below 
those now prevailing, as a result of the 
new process of cutting up hogs which is said 
to increase the production of lard from 
80 to 100 per cent, over the old practice, 
White oil is selling rather better, but 
prices do not improve to any extent.

reached. The same grade is now steadily 
trading at 23c, while new prime crude has 
opened at 1344@l14!¢c loose in Texas, 
and at 15c in Alabama.

Of the 783 cars re- 
ported inspected in, 425 have been 
graded as No. 1 Northwestern, 274 as 
No. 1, 69 as rejected, and 15 as no 
grade. The Southwestern seed is com- 
ing in less freely, while receipts from 
the Northwest are increasing. The 
result is seen in a decided improve- 
ment in quality, scarcely more than 
one-tenth of the seed received during 
the past six days falling below con- 
tract grades. The outward movement 
has been heavy, having aggregated 
441,897 bushles. Of this quantity 233,- 
189 bushels were of No. 1 Northwest- 
ern, and 170,428 bushels graded as 
No. 1. The remaining 38,280 bushels 
were sent forward without additional 
inspection. The upward tendency 
noted a week ago has been severely 
checked in both the cash and specula- 
tive markets. Cash seed steadily de- 
clined from 67% to 63%c. and closed 
rather weak. Not much distinction 
was made by buyers between No. 1 
Northwestern and No. 1, although oc- 
casionally a few cars of extra choice 
seed, or in special location, commanded 
about 4c. premium. Warghousemen 


and forwarders were the _ principal 
buyers, although Western crushers 
took some. Toward the close there was 


a slight reaction, but it proved only 
temporary. The low prices, coupled 
with rumors respecting the Russian 
crop, had an influence on exporters 
early, and they bought freely, consid- 
erable vessel room for Liverpool and 
Hamburg being reported as having 
been engaged. Later the Russian 
scare seemed less formidabe, and buy- 
ers on foreign account were disposed 
to demand still further concessions. 
Rejected (264% cars) sold down from 
63% to 60%c., and two cars of no 
grade brought 5914@60c. Reported 
transactions in contract grades (No. 1 
Northwestern and No. 1) on ’change 
aggregated 266 cars—rather less than 
last week. In the speculative market 
there were free sellers of both Sep- 
tember and December deliveries.

OIL CAKE.—The inquiry on foreign 
account has been fairly active, chiefly 
because of a firmer market abroad. The 
tone is better, but there is little cake 
here available for export. Consequently 
the volume of business has been light. 
Most of it has been transacted on the 
basis of $13 per ton, and at the close 
that was freely bid, but without takers. 
There is a seasonable inquiry reported 
for meal at about $14. Direct exports 
of cake from Chicago since Jan. 1 are 
Officially reported at 7,988,130 pounds, 
as against 6,791,563 pounds during the 
same period of 1895. 

OLEO CAKE.—The Rotterdam market 
is reported quiet, but strong. Stocks 
have increased, but are still light, being 
estimated at not more than 2,000 tierces.

Another Citronella Oil Dispute. 


Clarke, Spence & Co. of Colombo, 
Ceylon, have sued D. C. Wickreme- 
sooriya of Matara for 7,110 rupees, fur 
breach of contract. They claim that 
defendant had undertaken to deliver to 
them at their stor2s at Galle, by the 
end of October, 1595, thirty drums, 
each containing not less than 1775 
pounds of citronella oil net, as per Sam- 
ple, at the price of 92c. per 22 ounces, 
each 22 ounces being equal to a bottle. 
This term, it is alleged, expired on Oct. 
31, 1895, plaintiffs having advanced to 
defendant about 6,315 rupees against 
the delivery. The defendant delivered 
only eight drums of oil, of the value of 
4,168 rupees, and thereby became iiable 
for the difference in value Setween the 
contract rate and tae ruling market 
value, such value being on Oct. 31, 
1895, 1.32 rupees per 22-ounce bottle. 
Between the value of oil supplied and 
the said sum advanced the plaintiffs 
have overpaid the defendant the sum 
of 2,149.92 rupees.

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The past week has witnessed a de- 
cided improvement in general trade 
conditions, and reports from the man- 
ufacturing centers have been of the 
most encouraging character, especially 
from the East, where factories have re- 
sumed operations on full time.

The percentage of Russian has some- 
what increased, being 48 per cent. of 
the total, as against 45 per cent. in 
1894, the American showing a corre- 
sponing decrease.

The Free Alcohol Claims. 
Washington, Sept. 4, 1896, 

The Court of Claims will convene in 
about five weeks and much pressure is 
now being brought to bear upon the At- 
torney-General for the purpose of se- 
curing the early consideration of im- 
portant pending cases, Most prominent 
under this head are the alcohol cases, 
and every effort is being made by inter- 
ested parties to induce Assistant At- 
torney-General Dodge to hasten the 
work on his brief in order that the Dun- 
lap case may be brought to trial in the 
early days of the coming term. The 
preparation of this case has been turned 
over to Assistant Attorney C, C. Binney, 
who is now employed in re-enforcing 
the Government's defense as strongly as 
possible. He has been making a close 
study of the free alcohol laws of foreign 
countries, which have been published 
exclusively in the Oil, Paint ang Drug 
Reporter, and while he can hardly be 
expected to find much comfort in the 
liberal policies of European countries 
with regard to their manufacturers, it 
is important that he should understand 
just how far other nations have gone 
in this direction, 

Certain Treasury officials who have 
lost no opportunity to prevent the 
prompt action of te Court of Claims 
on the alcohol cases, are now endeavor- 
ing to secure the postponement of the 
trial of the Dunlap case until Senator 
Plattt’s joint commission makes its re- 
port to Congress. The special agents of 
the Commission who are now at work in 
Europe, will hardly be able to report 
before Nov, 1, and Senator Platt can 
hardly draft his conclusions and get 
them into the Senate and House before 
Christmas recess, The Treasury officials 
argue that the report of Senator Platt’s 
committee will have an important bear- 
ing upon the whole controversy, and 
that therefore the cases should not come 
to trial before that report is made. 
Shrewd observers here are convinced 
that this move is intended merely to 
shoulder further responsibility for the 
grave blunder which the Treasury De- 
partment has made off on to the incom- 
ing administration. Manufacturers 
whose interests are involved are already 
advised of the situation and should 
exert all their influence to bring about 
the earliest possible consideration of the 
test cases. It is a foregone conclusion 
that the entire personnel of the higher 
grades in the Treasury Department and 
the Department of Justice will be 
changed soon after March 4, and un- 
less these cases are tried before that 
time it will be necessary for the new 
officials to spend many months in fa- 
miliarizing themselves with the compli- 
cated details involved,

Production of Fuller’s Earth. 


Washington, Sept. 4, 1896. 

The United States Geological Survey 
has prepared its annual report upon 
the production of fuller’s earth during 
the past year, paying especial attention 
to the latest discoveries of deposits of 
this useful article. 

“The term, fuller’s earth,” says the 
report, “is used to include a variety of 
claylike substances which have absorb- 
ent properties. Judging from the 
aanlyses made by the survey the com- 
position of fuller’s earth varies consid- 
erably, although this may be due in 


part to impurities, and indicates that 
all fuller’s earth does not contain a 
high percentage of combined water, 


as most books state, nor a large amount 
of magnesia, as claimed by some. The 
high percentage of combined water 
seems to be true of most of the for- 
eign occurrences. 

“Fuller’s earth is generally fine-grain, 
but nonplastic, thereby differing from 
true clay, and when thrown into water 
and broken up forms a somewhat floc- 
culent mass. Even when simply air- 
dried it adheres strongly to the tongue. 

“Fuller’s earth was originally used for 
cleansing cloth of grease, and also by 
furriers for cleansing furs. In the lat- 
ter case the fur was covered with a 
considerable quantity of the earth and 
rubbed or trodden, It has a'so been 
used as an absorbent by druggists. At 
the present day its chief use is for 
clarifying oils. 

“In clarifying lard oil the fuller’s 
earth ground to 120 mesh is added to 
the hot oil and stirred for a short pe- 
riod; the oil is then passed through a 
filter press, the earth and coloring im- 
purities being left behind. The de- 
gree of fineness of the fuller’s earth 
is of great importance, and it is nec- 
essary to heat it well before use, 

“In clarifying lubricating and sim- 
ilar oils the fuller’s earth is now being 
used as a substitute for boneblack. In 
this case it does not seem necessary 
to grind the material so fine. 

“Fuller’s earth occurs in Saxony, as 
the result of decomposition of diabase 
and gabbro. In England it forms 4 
bed 150 feet thick in the Lower Oolite 
of the Jurassic. The material forms 
an argillaceous deposit extending from 
Dorsetshire to Bath and Cheltenham. 

“The development of fuller’s earth 
in the United States is of comparative- 
ly recent date, and has occurred in 
Florida, Georgia, Virginia and South 
Dakota. Fuller's earth was discovered 
at Quincy, in the. northwestern part of 
Florida, about one and one-half years 
ago, and its development caused _ s0 
much excitement that persons all over 
the State have been searching for the 
material, with the result of finding 
much of it, but of variable quality. In 
the northwestern part of the State, in 
Gadsden county, fuller’s earth has 
been found around Quincy, Mount 
Pleasant, Norway and River Junction. 
The usual section involved in this re- 
gion is, 

Calico clay (a motled, sandy clay). 
False fuller’s earth. 

Fuller’s earth. 

Bluish sand, sometimes partly con- 
solidated. 

“The calico clay is generally of con- 
siderable thickness, and the fuller’s 
earth which underlies it has become 
exposed by erosion, so that around 
Quincy it is to be overlooked for in 
the depressions, or often at the foot 
of slopes around the edge of the 
swamps. 

“Farther west, around Mount Pleas- 
ant, Norway and River Junction, the 
beds of fuller’s earth crop out usually 
on the sides of the valleys and ravines 
30 to 40 feet above the streams. The 
reason for this may be that in the lat- 
ter region the bed rises, or the valleys 
are cut down nearer to a sea level. Just 
what is the case is not known, as no 
levels were obtainable. 

“The fuller’s earth is well exposed at 
Quincy, where it is being mined by 
two companies. In the pit of the 

Cheesebrough Manufacturing Com- 
pany the section observed in April, 1896, 
was:

“The second bed has been penetrated 
but recently. Its thickness jis not 
known, but the quality is said to be as 
good as the upper bed. The main or 


upper stratum dips slightly to the 
south, and the amount of overburden 
varies somewhat, being eight feet at 
one time, but usually not more than 


three feet. In some of the test pits that 
were sunk on the Cheeseburgh property 
a stratum of material was. struck 
which resembled the fuller’s earth very 
closely in appearance, but possessed a 
very soapy feel and abundant con- 
choidal fracture. In the general sec- 
tion given above this is designated as 
“false fuller’s earth.” 

“A general feature of all these fuller’s 
earth deposits is that they usually thin 
out toward the swamps. 

“Flint and chalky nodules oceur in 
Cheeseborough pit, and a few sharks’ 
teeth have also been found. There are 
also found irregular lumps of aragonite 
or calcite, made of numerous small, 
rounded milky crystals, or transparent 
scaly ones. These crystals have 
formed between the layers of fuller’s 
earth, and also in the vertical cracks, 
so that the lumps often have numerous 
parallel laminae of the earth projecting 
from them. 

“Between Mount Pleasant and River 
Junction fuller’s earth outcrops at a 
number of points south of the line of the 
Florida Central and Peninsular Rail- 
road. The material is of similar ap- 
pearance to that at Quincy, but there 
is usually more overburden, The known 
thickness of the earth is two to. six 
feet. Openings have been made in the 
properties of Howell, Morgan, Shep- 
herd and Sadler. Most of the outcrops 
are along branches of Mosquito Creek. 

“Fuller’s earth is also mined eight 
miles north of Quincy, on Mr. Howard’s 


property. The material outcrops at the 
base of the hill along the highway 
and the section exposed is rather 


unique, on account of the sharp boun- 
dary which exists between the overly- 
ing red clay and the fuller’s earth. The 
material is also very much drier, and 
consequently more brittle than the 
material in the Quincy mines, The 
fuller’s earth is said to be six feet deep 
in the main pit, and is underlain by 
sand rock, but suddenly thins out about 
200 feet north of the mine, as can be 
well seen in the embankment along the 
road. From here for a distance of two 
miles southward along Willacoochee 
Creek the earth is said to oceur in 
pockets. Howard’s material is shipped 
from Faceville, 

“Another deposit of fuller’s earth is 
found on Lester’s property to the north- 
east of Howard's, the test pits belng in 
the valley one mile northeast of Lester's 
house. 

“As the deposits of fuller’s earth 
found in Decatur County, Ga., are so 
close to those of Northwestern Florida 
it may be well to mention them here. 

“Several openings have been made on 
the land of Mr. R. A, Connell, south of 
Whigham, Ga. A rectangular pit 
twenty-six deep was sunk in the 
woods one mile south of Mr. Connell’s 
house. The lower Gl feet of the _sec- 
tion exposed was fuller’s earth, there 
being, therefore, an overburden of 19% 
feet. 

“An auger boring made in the bed of 
the creek a few hundred feet distant 
showed ten feet overburden and one 
foot of fuller’s earth. Some chert was 
found in the test pit. Other test pits 
were sunk on Sears’ Creek and Wolff's 
Creek on the same property, and both 
showed several feet of fuller’s earth 
with five to eight feet of overburden, 

“Fuller’s earth has also been found in 
the vicinity of Ocala, on Spencer’s

“Considerable fuller’s earth occurs in 
the neighborhood of Port Tampa, and 
on the Manatee River. 

“A bed of fuller’s earth of good qual- 
ity and resembling the English material 
very closely is mined at Fairburn, s. 
Dak. Some of it was tested with cot- 
tonseed oil and showed excellent de- 
colorizing properties. 

“The Florida earth is usually mined 
with picks and shovels. A good method 
is usually to use mattocks, which shave 
the material off in thin pieces, This 
saves subsequent labor in chopping the 
fuller’s earth on the drying floor. 
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“After mining, the usual method is 
to spread the material in a thin layer 
over a drying floor constructed of 
planks. It is thus dried in the sun, and 
in drying it bleaches to a white color. 
The material is then gathered into 
sacks for shipment. By this method 
about 50 per cent. of moisture is re- 
moved. Certain companies dry a large 
portion of their output in cylinder dry- 
ers heated by a strong fire. The mate- 
rial passes through these in about four 
minutes, It is first ground, however. 
About 6,900 tons were produced in 
1895.”

Texas Cottonseed Crushers’ Meeting. 


The Texas Cottonseed Crushers’ As- 
sociation met one day last week to dis- 
cuss matters that were for the good of 
the order, and for a while it looked as 
if the organization was to be dissolved, 
but it was not. The address of the 
president is of special interest, and was 
as follows: 

Gentlemen—This

Crushers. Two years ago, in Waco, 
the Texas Seed Crushers’ Association 
was formed for the purpose of dis- 


cussing and protecting our mutual in- 
terests, which can only be done by co- 
operation. The abuses and impositions 
corrected are numerous. The adoption 
of better classifications and rules goy- 
erning purchases and sales of our 
products ‘was the work done at our last 
meeting, and while some changes for 
the better may be made, the working. 
as a whole, of the classification and 
rules has been satisfactory. During 
the past twelve months the unjust suits 
by the State against the mills were. 
after careful investigation, withdrawn, 
it having been clearly shown that the 
association was not a trust nor con- 
trary to any State law then or now ex- 
isting, that fact having since been ad- 
mitted by the judge, through the pub- 
lic press, who was to have sat on the 
case. The expenses of attending to 
these suits were a considerable item of 
our past year’s expenses, 

The dismissal of these suits by the 
State without going to trial has fully 
confirmed our contention that we were 
not a trust, nor violating any law. It 
is not the object or intention of the as- 
sociation to enter into any trust or 
agree on any fixed price to be paid for 
our raw material or the price of the 
products we sell, but to consult with 
each other as to the best methods of 
manufacturing, packing, grading and 
shipping products, as well as to co- 
operate in opposing abuses and oppres- 
from whatever source they may 

Our consulting and working to- 
gether in opposing oppressions of all 
kinds has the effect of bettering our 
condition as manufacturers, and at the 
same time improving farmers’ pros- 
pects for securing fair prices for cot- 
tonseed, 

Unjust State and national legislation 
against products composed largely of 
cottonseed oil and encouraged by the 
makers of competitive product has be- 
come alarming, and should have not 
only our joint protest, but .that of every 
Southern farmer, merchant and la- 
borer.

East manufacturing cheap, healthful 
food from cottonseed oils have been 


closed during the past year by unjust 
laws discriminating against cottonseed 
oil products, until thousands of barrels

I could men- 
tion other matters which have had the 
active attention of the Executive Com- 
mittee, and were satisfactorily ad- 
justed, but which I need not mention 
now, as you are all familiar with them, 

The social features of our associa- 
tion sheuld not be underestimated, the 
coming together frequently, or even in 
annual convention, and discussing or 
exchanging ideas as to the different 
methods of managing and making of 
marketable products must necessarily 
result in good in a substantial as well 
as social way. 

I desire to impress on the representa- 
tives present the necessity of co-opera- 
tion on all matters of mutual interest 
to the oil mill business. We are about 
entering into a new crushing season, 
with exceedingly poor prospects for a 
fair profit on our business, the very 
low prices of competitive products, the 
large quantity of same, with the pros- 
pects of the already surplus being en-

in former years. Since the bulk of cot- 
tonseed oil is used in making compound 
lard, we will be compelled to compete 
with the low price of lard. The result 
is that we will be forced to offer very 
low prices for cottonseed, so as to 
make even a small profit. The prob- 
lem, as I now see it, is: How are the 
mills going to be able to pay enough 
for cottonseed to draw them to mar- 
ket, and at the same time allow them- 
selves a small profit for manufacturing 
it into products? Mill repairs, taxes 
and other annual expenses are to pay, 
and must have a profit, or else go into 
bankruptcy. On account of the large 
amount of lard and tallow in the world, 
with their low prices, and large amount 
of corn on hand in the Northwestern 
States, with their present corn crop 
promising an immense yield, with 
farmers raising another large crop of 
hogs, how can we reasonably expect 
higher prices for cottonseed products? 
The situation is critical for the oil mills, 
and at the same time our Southern 
farmers will lay the blame on the oil 
mills for not offering higher prices for 
cottonseed the coming season. 

If we could only get farmers who 
sell the mills their seed to understand 


the situation, the inability of the mills ' 


to do better, or alter the situation, they 
would probably not say that the mills 
were robbing the farmers. The num- 
ber of mills sold this summer under the 
trust deeds tell a tale, viz.: That some- 
body has been paying more for seed 
than they could get out of them. 

Looking over the situation carefully I 
recommend that the association be con- 
tinued in some way, and urge every 
mill in the State to join us, and let’s 
make a hard pull, all together, for the 
success of the business.

Production of Phosphate Rock. 
Washington, Sept. 4, 1896. 

The United States Geologicai Sur- 
vey has completed its annual report 
upon the production of phosphate rock 
in the United States for the past year. 
This industry, the report states, con- 
tinues in the depressed condition of a 
year ago, although the product has in- 
creased slightly to a total of 1,088,551 
long tons, the price remaining about 
stationary, the value of the total prod- 
uct being $3,606,004. The Florida prod- 
uct shows a slight increase, against a 
slight decline in South Carolina. Ten- 
nessee produced in 1895, 38,515 tons, 
just double the product of 1894.

The development of the greatest in- 
terest during the past year has been 
the careful scientific examination of a 
deposit of phosphate rock recently 
found in Juniata County, Pa. A num- 
ber of analyses have been made of this 
rock, the phosphoric acid running from 
very low percentages up to about 30 per 
cent. The best specimens examined by 
the United States Geological Survey 
showed 20 per cent. phosphoric acid. 
The following report upon this import- 
ant find has been made by a special 
agent of the Survey: 

“At various points within twelve miles 
of Reed’s Gap, Juniata County, phos- 
phate rock has been found along so- 
called black belt at the foot and on the 
flank of the low ridge formed by the 
Oriskany sandstone, resting on the 
Lower Helderberg limestone. This belt 
is of reputed fertility, and its soil is 
strewn with nodules which have recent- 
ly been discovered to contain as much 
as 30 per cent. of phosphoric acid, 
equivalent, in commercial language to 
66 per cent. of bone phosphate. During 
the past few months explorations have 
been entered upon, and, though inex- 
tensive, have revealed considerable con- 
centration of mineral manure, which 
may prove to be valuable for extrac- 
tion and shipment to moderate dis- 
tances. 

“Amidst a heterogeneous mass of 
marls and sand—debris from the con- 
tiguous formations at the erucial 
horizon between the Devonian and Up- 
per Silurian—two, and sometimes three, 
layers of material are embedded. They 
vary in thickness, each containing a 
different type of rock. The seams are 
obscurely bedded, but appear to be con- 
formable with the stratification of the 
inclosing rocks. Though there is a great 
diversity of pebbles containing phos- 
phoric acid (more than 12 per cent.), 
they may be classified into three types: 
(1) white, vesicular rock, soft, taste- 
less, and dry; (2) red nodules resemb- 
ling the concretions found within lime- 
stone; (3) blue limestone fragments, 
odoriferous on fracture and dense in 
texture. In addition to these it may 
be said that the entire mass of detritus 
between the Oriskany sandstone and the 
onondaga limestone has been phos- 
phatized to an exten varying from 8 to 
12 per cent. of acid, the whole giving 
ample evidence of being a residual ab- 
lation product. Doubtless the earthy 
phosphate was derived from the Mar- 
cellus shales immediately overlying 
these beds. The copious deposit of 
wavellite and amblygonite in the crev- 
ices and joints of the flint underlying 
flint, and the vertical films of the same 


ss 





suggest an intermediate chemical re- 
action, preceding the time of deposition, 
between the primary calcic phosphate 
and the alum derived from the decom- 
position of the pyritiferous slates. 


“The white rock analysis from 30 to 
54 per cent. of bone phosphate and 
weighs 153 pounds per cubic foot. It 
contains also from 5 to 7 per cent. of 
iron and alumina and 30 to 50 per cent. 
of insoluble matter. The red nodules, 
though gathered from widely divergent 
sources, show remarkably close chemi- 
cal composition, analyzing: Insoluble 
matter, 30 per cent.; iron and alumina, 
18 per cent.; phosphoric acid, 21 per 
cent. They are of close-grained tex- 
ture, oval and flattened in shape, have 
@ specific gravity of 2.6, and emit a 
fetid odor on breaking. The goose-egg 
pebbles are slightly heavier, have 
polished exterior, and contain many 
oolitic grains of a concretionary nature. 
The blue rock averages: Bone phos- 
phate, 40 per cent.; iron and alumina, 
18 per cent.; and insoluble matter, 33 
per cent. The absence of carbonic 
acid, magnesia, and fluorine is con- 
spicuous in all the specimens. 


“The yield of the seams in commercial 
rock, assuming a workable depth of 
continuous stratum for 14) feet, will 
reach 15 tons per foot of length of out 
crop. Inasmuch as the formations 
comprise the synclinal basin of the Tus- 
carora Valley, dipping at an angle of 
40 degrees, it is evident that in quarry- 
ing the deposit, much of the adjoining 
land is more or less permanently in- 
jured for subsequent farming purposes. 
One acre of land will be rendered 
valueless for each 150 feet of outcrop 
which is exploited, if the same is quar- 
ried to a depth of 60 feet. The output 
from this tract will be sufficient for 12 
square miles of cereal crop. 


“Though the fertilizing power of this 
rock is not equal to that of the Southern 
product, nevertheless, the conditions are 
favorable for a cheap extraction, and as 
both the field and the deposits are very 
accessible, it would seem that if ex- 
plorations prove the present isolated 
pockets to form portions of a continu- 
ous deposit, their nearness to con- 
sumers would give them a decided ad- 
vantage over the Southern product. If, 
moreover, other portions of the 1,100 
miles of Oriskany outcrop in this State 
should be ascertained to contain simi- 
lar pockets of phosphate, there is hope 
for the establishment of another im- 
portant industry on this unique contact. 

“Notwithstandisg the finding of phos- 
phatic nodules and ‘calcareous pebbles’ 
along this belt in many places, the 
writer believes that the prospect is 
favorable only to certain portions of the 
western end of the Oriskany outcrop in 
this State.” r sie cht 
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Industrial and Medicinal Soaps.

Industry uses an enormous quan- 
tity of diverse sorts of soaps in the 


woolen, in the dyeing and 
printing of textiles, the scouring of 
fleeces, etc. Some of these have a soda 
base, others one of potash, and the lat- 
ter in these uses is to be preferred, as 
it gives the goods a silky feel, whereas 
soda, on the other hand, makes them 
somewhat harsh in handle, These soaps 
are sometimes made with oleic acid, 
sometimes with olive oil; the former 
are often the most alkaline, but this 
is because all necessary precautions in 
their manufacture have not been taken. 
Still, all soaps intended to be used in- 
dustrially should be absolutely pure 
and neutral, as an excess of potash or 
of soda is harmful to the majority of 
textiles. As for foreign matters, they 
are equally hurtful—even rosin and 
silicate of soda, which can be employed 
so usefully for household soaps. The 
former of these articles gives a woolen, 
silk or. cotton stuffs a shiny and greasy 
look that is unfavorable to the mordant- 
ing, dyeing and finishing of the goods. 
Silicate cuts the superficial fibres and 
robs the tissue of strength.

For these reasons, manufacturers who 
use soap in their business have it ana- 
lyzed frequently, and keep themselves 
informed concerning the composition of 
the particular sorts they purchase, so 
that they generally get them _ pure. 
Herewith we give the composition, ac-

MEDICAL SOAPS. 


In medicine and pharmacy soaps are 
used for various purposes with a base 
of alkali- or alkaline earths—the first 
are soluble, the others’ insoluble. 
Among the soluble soaps, that ig to 
say, those with a base of potash, soda, 
or of ammonia, there are three descrip- 
tions: First, those which contain sub- 
stances capable of giving them new 
properties without taking away those 
which are proper to them; secondly, 
medicaments made by adding extracts 
to soap powder; and, thirdly, alcoholic 
preparations containing enough soap to 
make a sort of jelly. The insoluble 
soaps have generally oxide of lead as a 
base, and are known as plaisters, 
salves, Or ointments. They are pre- 
pared with or without water, and in 
certain cases at a temperature which 
greatly passes that of boiling point. 
They then take a brown color by rea- 
son of the alteration of a part of the 
fatty body.

The oil is put into a porcelain or glass 
vessel, the lye is added little by little 
and slowly, taking care to stir it until 
a complete mixture is obtained. The 
whole is then kept for several days at a 
temperature of from 18 to 20 degrees C., 
and the mixture is stirred from time 
to time with a glass rod until it has 
acquired a consistency of a soft paste. 
It is then run into porcelain molds, 
from which it is taken out when it is 
entirely solidified. This soap should not 
be used in medicine until it has lost the 
excess of alkali, which it retains after 
its preparation, and this will occur 
after it has been exposed to the air for 
one or two months.

The lard, oil and water are put into 
a copper vessel, of which the capacity 
is three times greater than that of the 
volume of the materials. The mixture 
is melted over a gentle fire, the litharge 
is added by passing it through the 
sieve and stirred up with a wooden rod. 
The boiling is kept up by replacing from 
time to time the water that is evaporat- 
ed with warm water. The materials 
are stirred up constantly with the 
wooden rod until the oxide of lead has 
altogether disappeared, and until the 
mass has taken a uniform white color 
and a consistence of plaister, which is 
gauged by throwing a small quantity 
of the contents of a pan into cold water 
and rubbing it between the fingers. It 
is then left to cool until the heat al- 
lows it to be handled, and then with the 
plaister, still warm and _ soft, it is 
kneaded to eliminate the water,

A simple plaister is made with the 
litharge, lard, oil and water, taking 
care to let the greater part of the 
water évaporate in order to preserve 
the glycerine. Separately the gum am- 
moniac and the galbanum broken in 
pieces are put into a water bath with 
the turpentine with four times its 
weight of water. The mixture is stirred 
constantly until the gum resins become 
an emulsion, and it is then passed 
through a cloth. The emulsion is then 
evaporated over the open fire until it 
has the consistency of thick honey, 
Next it is mixed with the simple 
plaister melted at a gentle heat, and 
after they have been melted together 
and passed through a cloth the white 
wax, the Burgundy pitch, and the 
turpentine are added, etirring con- 
stantly until the mass is sufficiently cool 
to handle.

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Tallow in Candle-Making. 


In candle-making the chemical reac- 
tion known by the name of saponifica- 
tion, which separates the glycerine 
from the natural fatty bodies, is util- 
ized. These natural fats are in a neu- 
tral state and are extracted from a 
mixture of diverse fatty acids, of which 
the two principal—stearic and margaric 
acids—are solid, while the third—oleic 
acid—is liquid, and is rejected, as it 
makes the candles too fusible. Former- 
ly tallows alone were employed in 
making stearic acid, but the products 
of sulphuric saponification subjected to 
distillation have nowadays allowed a 
large number of oils to be used. Be- 
fore stearine candles were known, the 
neutral fatty bodies themselves were 
shaped into cylinders and used for 
lighting purposes. As a matter of fact, 
candles of this sort are still in use; 
with the composite candles of to-day 
they constitute the only form in which 
solid fatty bodies are used for illumina- 
tion, and like these, they are always 
composed of burning material moulded 
in the form of a cylinder, wih a wick 
of cotton in the centre of it. 

Candles, it is said, were known in 
the time of the Romans, who made 
them of pitch, wax or tallow, with a 
rush pith by way of wick. In the 
eleventh century, a wick of yarn was 
used, and later one of cotton. Wax 
candles seem to be still more ancient, 
and were known by the Indians, Jap- 
anese and Chinese, who burnt wax 
before their idols, and even in their 
houses. The stearine candle industry 
is, on the other hand, altogether mod- 
ern, and dates only from the work of 
Chevreul on the fatty bodies. With 
Gay-Lussac Chevreul took out in 1825 
a patent relating to the use of stearic 
and margaric acids for lighting pur- 
poges. The first industrial works were 
established at Paris in 1831 by de Milly 
and Motard, near the Are de Triomphe. 

The fat of herbivorous animals is 
known ag suet; when melted this be- 
comes tallow. This has a firm con- 
sistence at about 35 deg., or 40 deg., C., 
which varies in firmness according to 
the species, the part of the body, the 
age, the sex, and the nourishment of 
the animal. Thus, tallow extracted 
from entire animals is more consistent 
or, according to the technical expres- 



















































































































sion, less fat, than in castrated ani- 
mals. It is firmer in animals living in 


cold countries than in warmer climes, 
and firmer in the females than in the 
males. Ordinarily, therefore, the tal- 
low of the cow is preferred to that of 
the ox, the difference being attributed 


to the fact that oxen are submitted 
to continuous ‘work, from which the 
cows are ordinarily free. The tallow 


which is found about the kndneys is 
usually firmer than that which is ex- 
tracted from the cellular tissue or from 
the yiscus, and this differs, again, from 
the fat imprisoned in the flesh. 
Cooked food, warm and watery, such 
as the residue from beetroot sugar fac- 
tories, etc., gives to animals a soft fat, 
whereas dry forage gives a firmer tal- 
low. Therefore, fattening in the sheds 
with dry corn, ete., gives a tallow of 
good quality. 

The tallow of young animals is near- 
ly white, and turns yellow with age. 
Thus, calf tallow is easily distinguished 
from that of the ox, since the former is 
a rosy white, dull and opaline, melts 
easily between the fingers, and putre- 
fies very quickly. In certain cases the 
fat takes with age a peculiar odor and 
taste; that of the sheep and of the he- 
goat often acquire a strong and pene- 
trating odor, which is due to hercine, 
as Chevreul has shown. The animals 
living on the hillsides give, as a rule, a 
less fat tallow than those of the plain. 

Good quality tallow found in com- 
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merce is got from oxen and sheep. Mut- 
ton tallow is firmer than beef tallow, 
and ig, therefore, preferred in candle- 
making. When pure, is is reserved for 
first quality candles; it is often mixed 
with the fat of ewes, rams and goats. 
It is used in this way for common can- 
dles. In animals the fat is localized 
specially under’ the skin, the 
heart and intestines, on the surface or 
in the interior of the large muscles, 
and particularly in the epiploon. It is 
inclosed in cells of light and mem- 
branous tissue known as the adipose 
tissue. When the animal is skinned 
the adipose tissues are separated from 
the meat and sold to the melters under 
the name of suet. Care must be ex- 
ercised to avoid the spontaneous altera- 
tion which results from the putrefac- 
tion of the soft nitrogenous matters in- 
terposed in these tissues. In Summer 
it is a good thing to hang up the suet 
awaiting melting in the open air or in 
aerated and fresh chambers. For the 
same reason the melting should always 
be proceeded with as speedily as pos- 
sible, and the duration of this opera- 
tion is diminished by dividing the ma- 
terial by the aid of choppers, which 
facilitates the running of the grease by 
opening the cells which contain it, and 
favourises the action of the heat by 
diminishing the volume of the pieces. 
In the same way the portions of the fat 
adhering to the meat which the butcher 
cut away in selling it is also treated. 
The fat is melting by one of the fol- 
lowing processes: 

The oldest and simplest process con- 
sists in heating the fat in a metal ves- 
sel over an open fire, stirring it up with- 
out stopping with along rod. The heat 
dilates and liquifies the fatty matter, 
whereas it contracts the cellules which 
contain it, these two opposed effects 
provoking the rupture of the mem- 
branes and the separation of the tal- 
low. When it is all melted a large 
perforated vessel is introduced into the 
boiler, which fills with the fiuid fat, 
whereas the debris and membranes re- 
main outside, and the fat is drawn 
from this’ perforated vessel with a 
scoop. The warm liquid is then poured 
on copper sieves or osier baskets, which 
retain the greater part of the mem- 
branous debris which it still may con- 
tain; and then an infinitesimal quantity 
of alum is added to precipitate the re- 
mainder of the membrane and to clari- 
fy the fat. It is then allowed to rest 
for six or eight hours, maintaining a 
temperature sufficient to prevent solidl- 
fication. Then the liquid is poured out 
by means of large copper funnels into 
small wooden buckets, which have first 
been steeped in ‘water. When the tal- 
low is set, which takes very little time, 
the buckets are turned upside down 
and the tallow detached im trun- 
cated cones. 

This process of melting has the great 
disadvantage of giving a tainted smell 
to the tallow, which is due to the car- 
bonization of the membranes. More- 
over, it is forbidden operation in the in- 
terior of towns. It is still very much in 
use in country places because of its 
great simplicity. All the residue is 
utilizable. Sometimes, by heating to a 
high temperature, followed by pressing, 
an inferior quality of tallow, known as 
black tallow, is got, and sometimes the 
residues are treated with sulphide of 
carbon, which dissolves the rest of the 
tallow, and the residue is used for man- 
ure. The residues are also sometimes 
used directly without treatment either 
as food for dogs and pigs or as manure, 

The acid process, invented by Darcet 
in 1811, which has become very general, 
consists in heating the fat with steam, 
either in a pan or a closed vessel in the 
presence of dilute sulphuric acid. The 
acid disintegrates the membranes of the 
adipose tissues and the other nitrogen- 
ous debris without attacking the tallow 
in any important degree. When the 
operation is carried on in a closed ves- 
sel, a copper cauldron with a double 
bottom and of a capacity of about 250 
gallons is used, and heated by steam. 
First of all, two hundredweight of sedi- 
ment from a preceding operation 
put in, then four successive batches of 
five hundredweight of chopped up fat. 
Then three hundredweight of water, 
to which ten pounds of sulphuric aeid 
has been added, is poured in. The ves- 
sel is hermetically closeqd and heated 
for two and a half hours at a tempera- 
ture of from 250 deg. to 260 deg., F. 
Nothing remains to be done but to de- 
cant the tallow which floats on the sur- 
face of the water in which the debris 
remains. This -esidue is sheer waste, 
and cannot be used for any purpose. 

The decanted tallow is poured into a 
copper reservoir, and from three to four 
pounds of alum dissolved in about four 
gallons of water is added. Under these

conditions the tallow will remain liquid 
for from eight to ten hours, the time 


necessary to clarify it. Itis then 
poured into buckets or even directly 
into the candle molds. 

Melting with alkali was invented by 
Everard in 1850. It consists in de- 
stroying the membranes with a weak 
solution of caustic soda. The boiling 
point need not be exceeded in this oper- 
ation, so that there is no danger of 
spoiling the tallow by an excess of heat. 
Moreover, the fatty acids which give 
the characteristic odor to the tallow 
dissolve in the alkaline liquid, so that 
a simple washing renders the product 
whiter, purer, and less odorous. Cylin- 
drical cauldrons of iron are used, open 
at the top and furnished with a false 
bottom pierced with numerous holes by 
way of which the steam is introduced 
by means of a sort of rose. In each 
eauldron, which ordinarily contains 
about 200 gallons, about seventy gal- 
lons of a weak solution of caustic soda 
is poured in, then eight hundredweight 
of cut-up fat, and steam is turned on. 
A second plate pierced with holes is 
put over the solid matter to keep it 
down. The melted fat escapes from 
the cellules, the membrane being eaten 
away by the alkaline solution, and 
swims on the surface. When the top 
plate has come almost into contact with 
the false bottom the steam is turned 
off, and the alkaline solution is drawn 
off by means of a tap, and clean water 
is poured into the cauldron. The con- 
tents are boiled up for a few minutes 
and allowed to rest, and then again 
drawn off and added to the alkaline 
solution. The liquid fat is filtered and 
collected in enameled copper vessels, 
and heated over a water bath, in which 
it is allowed to remain for twelve hours. 
It is then drawn off with a syphon, and 
placed in refrigerators of enameled cop- 
per, from which it passes either into 
the buckets or into candle molds. 

In addition to the superior brands of 
tallow, inferior qualities known as 
small tallows are found in commerce. 
These come from the parings of suet 
and of different kinds of scraps and 
residues, 

Offal and tripe tallow results from 
the treatment with boiling water of the 
offal of oxen, calves and sheep, Other 
inferior qualities are got in the same 
way from the intestinal membranes 
and bones. Bone tallow is also got by 
treating the bones in a closed vessel 
with \benzine, which dissolves out a tal- 
low of better quality. 

The marrow of ox bones employed in 
perfumery contains, beside the oleic 
acid, which is a liquid, two solid acids 
—margaric acid, and another’ which 
has been called by Eylerts medullic 
acid. Two other tallows of inferior 
quality are also used in sulphuric sa- 
ponification—the green fat, or kitchen 
grease, Which is a residual product in 
the restaurants and kitchens, and the 
fat known in France as flambart, which 
the pork butchers skim off the surface 
of the water in which they have boiled 
pork. 

A large number of methods have been 
proposed for purifying those small tal- 
lows, and for giving them the odor of 
tallows of good quality. Methods also 
have been proposed for restoring the 
odor to the better qualities of tallows 
when they have lost it. Melting up 
with pure or alumed water may be 
employed, passing a current of finely 
divided air through the liquid mass. 
The process of Cloez and Girard con- 
sists in remelting the tallow with 1 per 
cent. of magnesia and a little water. 
The magnesia may be replaced by 5 
per cent. of crude animal charcoal, and 
in this case the tallow is filtered 
through a cloth. During the siege of 
Paris, Casthelaz proposed to submit 
spoiled tallows to a certain number of 
emulsions in a weak solution of soda 
crystals, followed by an equal number 
of washings in clean water or water 
slightly acidulated with hydrochloric 
acid, The best results are got by wash- 
ing the tallow first of all in a weak 
alkaline solution, and then raising it to 
350 deg. F. by means of a current of 
steam, 

We add some information given by 
Bouis on the nature and provenance 
of the tallows used in industry. 

The prepared tallow of Paris con- 
tains only the extracted fat from 
butchers’ cuttings when it is pure. It 
is often adulterated with the tallow 
from tripe, bones and intestines. 

Kidney fat is used generally in mar- 
garine manufacture. The solid residue 
of this operation is sold as pressed tal- 
low, and mixed with solid acids is used 
in candle-making. In this way candles 
of a good appearance but of inferior 
quality are obtained. Kidney fat, 
moreover, is sought by the stearine 
manufacturers, who treat it by saponi- 
fication. ; 

Ordinary mutton tallow is used for 
the “perfected candle.”’ Bone tallow is 
used by the stearine makers, who distil 


The tallow 


it, and by soap-makers. 
from the intestines is used by the 
stearine makers, who get the crysstalli- 
zation which is necessary to separate 
the solid and the liquid fatty acids by 
mixing it with other tallows. 

St. Petersburg tallow (P. Y. C.), 
which enjoyed for a long time very 
great favor in Europe, is now hardly 
employed, except in Russia. Odessa 
ox tallow, which is of a very superior 
quality, is not used in France, except 
by the stearine makers of Marseilles 
and Montpelier. United States tallow 
(Butchers’ Association) is suitable for 
candle-making. It comes rarely to 
Europe. Prime city tallow, Which is 
usually rather cheaper, is in favor with 
the stearine makers, who find it a pure 
tallow, and pay a france or two more 
for it than for the Paris prepared tal- 
low. The Western tallow, richer in 
stearine than this last, fetches less in 
the market, nevertheless, on account of 
its impurity. 

La Plata ox tallow is in great favor 
in stearine making, and fetches 6 or 8 
francs more than the Paris article. The 
mutton tallow from La Plata is im- 
ported in enormous quantities into 
France, where it is preferred to the 
native article, and fetches 2 to 4 francs 
more. In La Plata the ox tallow is pre- 
pared inthe same manner as in France, 
but this is not the case with the mut- 
ton. The flesh of the sheep being 
valueless, the whole animal is put into 
a cauldron, and all the fat is collected 
as it comes to the top, It, therefore, al- 
ways contains a little gelatine. 

Australian tallows are frequently 
used in England, but to a very small 
extent in France.—Savons et Bougies.

In some departments of the drug 
business there hag been no improve- 
ment since the Ist of the month, while 
in others the usual dullness prevails. 
In many of the crude articles new low 
price records have been made, dealers 
stating that never in their experience 
of many years have prices been so low, 
Most of the advances recorded below 
are due to a scarcity of supplies.

The market is a trifle easier, inasmuch 
as single cases can be bought at $2.25 
although this has been refused.

There 
is no cable news to report, Referring to 
the adulterated opium of which we 
spoke last week, special agents of the 
Government have been investigatfng here 
this week, and we understand that some 
lotsof recent importation are being held 
by the customs authorities pending closer 


examination. 


Quinine. 

The market has quite recovered 
from the recent shocks it received, and 
has apparently settled down into its old- 
time rut. The manufacturers report 
a good demand, and dealers have filled 
several orders for 500@1,000-0z. lots at 
21@21M4e. There appears to be a 
scarcity of one of the most popular 
German brands in outside hands, and 
dealers can readily obtain 27%%c. for it. 
There have been rumors of 10,000-o0z. 
lots being obtainable at 20@20\%4c., but 
we have been unable to find any one 
willing to quote these figures, ata 
there are, at present, no buyers of large 
lots. Letters received on Friday from , 
London reported that market at 1014d., 
but cable advices on Thursday report- 
ed an advance to 10%4d., with little of- 
fering. Letters from Europe have 
given no news about the recent de- 
clines in the price, and thus far the 
manufacturers have vouchsafed no in- 
formation on the subject. 

The Java bark season ended June 30, 
and the record of shipments shows it 
to have been the largest ever known. 
The total exports in Amsterdam pounds 
(an Amsterdam pound being equal to 
11-10 English or American pounds) 
from June 30, 1895, to June 30, 1896, 
was 9,108,385; 1894-95, 8,705,057; 
1893-94, 7,428,386; 1892-93, 7,955,090; 
LISY1-92, 7,786,867. The total exports of 
bark from Ceylon during the seven 
months from Jan. 1 to July 31, in Eng- 
lish pounds, have been 678,956 in 1896, 
925,978 in 1895, and 2,029,908 in 1894.

No change in the situation except that 
some makers who are able to carry their 
goods are not inclined to sell at current 
prices. Not in the history of trade has 
fertilizing chemicals been so dull. Sul- 
phate of ammonia is dull at $2.17%@ 
2.20 for gas, with only few inquiries 
thereat. High grade Western blood is 
freely offered at $1.30 f, 0. b., Chicago 
and New York soft at $1.55, but buy- 
ers’ views are much below this. Tank- 
age is slow, and in the absence of any 
important demand prices are nominal 
at $13 per ton f. o. b. Chicago, for nine 
and twenty. Bone black spirit is free- 
ly offered at $17 per ton for 7U per cent.

But from the receipts of this product 
at the different markets it is shown 
that the crop of 189% was an immense 
one, no doubt exceeding the famous 
crop of 1891 by millions of bushels. 

Of all the flaxseed raised in the 
Northwest last year there is very little 
left in the country, either in the coun- 
bins. In some 


try elevators or farm 
sections there will be scattering cars 
moved out before the new crop. The 


1806 crop will begin to move now very 
shortly. It is stated that in the ex- 
treme northern counties the crop will 
be out of the way of frost by the close 
of the present month. While the seed 
went into the ground late in that section 
of the country, this crop can stand more 
frost than wheat, and fears that the 
crop will be damaged by frost are not 
Well grounded. 

On the whole, this year the North- 
West will raise quite a fair crop. The 
acreage is generally short of that of last 
year, but the condition is also generally 
high. In the Red River counties of 
North Dakota the acreage is about 25 
per cent. less than that of 1895, while 
the condition is a good average. Of 
course, the yield cannot be expected to 


prove as great as it did a year ago, 
as the production was scarcely short 
of something phenomenal there last 


year. On the east side of the river in 
Minnesota there is little to say in fa- 
vor of the prospects. Everything there, 


flaxseed included, is in pretty bad 
shape, on account of more extensive 
suffering from the wet weather last 


Spring and the drought which followed 
seeding. In the interior of both Da- 
kotas the crop is doing well and will be 
an average yield. In the greater part 
of South Dakota and much of South- 
ern Minnesota the acreage has suffered 
a large decrease, some 50 per cent. in 
most places. Conditions, however, are 
high. The remarkable thing about the 
reports from this section of the coun- 
try is the preponderance of the use of 
the term “excellent.” 

It is fair to presume that the three 
Northwestern States will raise some- 
thing under an average crop.—Minne- 
apolis Market Record.

Considerations as to Tallow Melting. 


According to the Sydney Mail, in the 
New South Wales colony during last 
year there were sixty-four boiling-down 
establishments connected with tallow, 
employing 1,616 hands. The estimated 


quantity of tallow for that year was 
the production of 1,069,100  ecwts., of 
Which about three-fourths was ex- 


ported, Of late it has been customary 
ror many persons possessing monetary 
resources to send forward on speculative 
account tallow to London, and when 
tae recent fall in prices commenced 
they held on in hopes of better times. 
The journal referred to thinks that the 
Seriousness of this situation may bring 
about a panic that would cause an en- 
tire collapse of the tallow market. It 
is probable that there is a very con- 
siderable opportunity for our friends in 
New South Wales to develop their tal- 
low in the direction of edible products. 





While inferior fat and tainted tallow 


may serve well enough for coarse 
household soaps, the cleanest and pur- 
est tallow is necessary for toilet vari- 
eties, while the very best can be utilized 


with profit for the manufacture of 
margarine, 
At present the rmargarine manu- 


facturers appear to look toward Chi- 
cago for their special requirements, al- 
though there is no reason why New 
South Wales should not contribute to 
an important extent toward the neces- 
sary supply. 

It will be interesting to add a brief 
description of the method carried on in 
New South Wales of producing purified 
beef suet, which is employed for the 
purposes named. Iimmediately on kill- 
ing a beast, the inside fat is removed, 
trimmed from tissue, chopped fine, and 
pressed to a limited extent and at a 
temperature which ensures the melting 
of tne fat, so that it runs from the press 
as a bright, clear, yellow oil, which 
solidifies on cooling, and would bear 
transport without deterioration on a 
long sea voyage, just as is the case 
with ordinary tallow. The first es- 
sential is perfect cleanliness, and in 
Chicago this is not entirely arrived at, 
but the climate there ig not so favor- 
able to the production of taint as is the 
case in New South Wales. With the 
Australians this ideal of cleanliness is 
not even entertained, and heaps of offal 
not infrequently lie for hours in a 
sweiter.ng atmosphere without render- 
ing, with the result that stinking tal- 
iow is produced, The inferiority of tne 
Australian product is, moreover, still 
turther degraded by the boliing down 
of condemned and diseased beasts with 
viners which have died naturally. I1t 
.s clear that the very suggestion that 
a line of tallow submitted tor sale was 
contaminated in the manner indicated 
wouid effectually lower prices and ren- 
der the article submitted practically 
useless for edible purposes. ‘toe Mail 
says that in Australia they are learn- 
ing a severe lesson in the shrinkage of 
Vaiue in their tallow by reason of in- 
ferlority brought about by inexcusable 
carelessness, and it suggests tnat the 
omy course that lies before’ the = in- 
dustry is to determine henceforth that 
tue utmost vaiue ghail be secured 
through the use of the best appliances 
and the exercise of the utmost care, 

The great point in the article quoted 
is the necessity of absolute Cleanliness 
and speedy rendering. A bg London 
firm of soapmakers who are also tal- 
iuw-Melters, have built up a very im- 
portant business by the simple system 
of sending carts around dally to Lon- 
don butchers, collecting tae fat, and 
rendering it during the same day, so 
that some fat that formed part of-a 
living beast in the morning not in- 
frequently is in a condition of tallow 
in the afternoon or evening. These 
measures were taken primarily for the 
production of tallow for use in soap- 
making, but the superiority of the 
article produced was so marked that 
the margarine manufacturers purchase 
at least a considerable proportion of 
this special product. From personal in- 
spection we are aware that many soap 
manufacturers who produce their own 
tallow are inclined to overlook the im- 
portance of quick rendering, especially 
in warm weather. Promptitude is, in 
the tallow-rendering business, prac- 
tically synonymous with guccess.—Oils, 
Colors and Drysalteries,

Some New Fatty Oils, 


Mjoen has reported on the fatty oils 
of Secale cornutum, Strophanthus his- 
pudus, and Hyosciamus niger. He gives 
the following details: Oil of ergot— 
Specific gravity, .9254. Acid number, 
4.05 per cent. of KOH; saponification 
number, 17.84 per cent., Reichert num- 
ber, .20! iodine number, 71.08 per cent.; 
Hehner’s number, 96.31; ester number, 
17.35; acetyl - savonification number, 
24.13; acetyl number of the fat, 6.29. 
That fatty acids melt at 39 to 42 de- 
grees. Their iodine number is 75.09; 
acetyl-acid number, 17.21; acetyl-sapon- 
ification number, 24.72. The mean 
moleculad weight is 306.8. A small 
quantity of cholesterin was found. 
The fixed oil of strophanthus seeds has 
a specific gravity of .9285; an acid num- 
ber, 3.81 per cent. KOH; saponification 
number, 18.79; iodine absorption, 73.02. 
The melting point of the free fatty 
acids is 28 to 30 degrees. They consist 
chiefly of oleic and palmitic acids. The 
oil from the seeds of hyosciamus has a 
specific gravity, .939; acid number, .79; 
saponification number, 17.0; iodine 
number, 138. The fatty acids appear 
to be chiefly oleic acid, an unknown 
unsaturated fatty acid and palmitic 
acid.—Archiv. der Pharm.
